Gentlemen of the Seno/e 

mid ILyme of IleMrscn/alive- : 

1 cot:gratiilate you ou the circumstances under which you 
as.semble. Wo have abundant cause i'or continued thaiikl'ul- 
ucs.l*'to that Supreme Frovidcncc, wlio overlooks and. governs 
tlie alFairs of men and nations, ior a continuaiice of most of 
tlie blcssiiigs of liie. Those engaged in the cultivation of the 
earth, have ge!:erall v been favored with the iiilncvss of increas( d 
production of its fruits, which most conduce Id the support 
and e jo\ nieiit of the hum ui iamily. Not only have wc 
ahun hint er<'>]>s of graui, but the ])roduct of the great staple 
of the Srafe is siudi, a^ to enable us to enjoy mauv of the lux¬ 
uries of life, and to discharge cur pecuniary obligations to 
others. 

While the industry of the ])lanter has thus been rewarded, 
we h.tve been exempt from the devasting ravages of disease, 
to the extent that others have suifered. Though ive have been 
80 spared and blessed as a people, yet we have to regret the 
loS'of some of our most worthy and estima dc citizens. Of 
the number whose death we have to deplore, is my immediate 
predecessor, the Hon. Ilemy W. Collier, who, in the vigor of 
physical and mental ability, addressed you the last biennial 
communication from this department. He bad been long hon- 
orablv connected with the public service in this State, and at 
all times enjoyed the confidence of those who knew him, as a 
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man of ability, integrity, and sterling worth. He died in 
the Northern part of the State, whither he had gone to recruit 
his health. In his death the community liave lost a good cit¬ 
izen, and the State a faithful servant. 

Peace, and a quiet obedience to, and respect for law, and 
strict regard.for tne rights of others, characterise the conduct 
of our citizens. We have to deplore none of those outrages 
and breaches of moral and legal obligations that appear in 
other communities. No strange heresies blur the fair tame of 
the moral and political character of Alabama. A faithful ob¬ 
servance of all legal and constitutional obligation, is a lead¬ 
ing and prominent trait in the character of our people. Liv¬ 
ing fully up to the enlightened and christianized spirit of the 
age, they show themselves to he entitled to that character of 
manliness and chivalry, which constitutes the true American 
citizen. It'is gratifying to .see institutions of learning in¬ 
creasing and flourishing in all sections of the State, built up 
hy the free will offering, energy and liberal ty of th^' people. 
It is a matter of some surprise, however, to observe that most 
Academics and Colleges arc intended for the education and 
accomplishment.of tlie female ])ortion of our youth. While 
it is another evidence of the a '.vancement of Southern culti¬ 
vation, and chivalrous feeling.s, it is equally to be desired to 
sec institutions of a similar character, for the culture of the 
young men of the State, appreciated and patronized by public 
liberality. 

« 

It is a subjeef of surprise arid mortification, tliat the Uni¬ 
versity of our own State has not obtained that degree of suc¬ 
cess and favor iu the estimation of Alabamians, to which it is 
justly entitled. With an able and learned faculty, with every 
requi'^ite for a thorough education, it seems to have been neg¬ 
lected, by those who should feel the deepest interest in its suc¬ 
cess and usefulness. It may be, that those who send their 
sons to other States, to pass through a collegiate course, desire 
them to he early inculcated with a proper ^ense ot humility, 
and an acknowledgement of Southern inferiority, so much 
taught, and so thoroughly impressed in many of the institu¬ 
tions of the North, patronised by Southern ymth. It will 
doubtless have the happy effect of inducing early submission 
to personal and political ^vrong, not a natural trait in the 
young men of the South, but a sentiment, it may be consid¬ 
ered by some important, they should learn early. Or it may 
be, that those who seek an education far from home, ex¬ 
pect to'be able lo pass for men of great accomplishments, on 
the reputations of schools gone through, rather than the solid- 
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ity of tlieir collegiate attainments. Bo the cause what it may, 
the lamentable tact exists that the University of Alabama does 
not hold that position in the public estimation that it should. 
I earnestly invite the Legislative wisdom to a consideration of 
the cause, and the application of the proper remedy. 

The results of the School Bill of the last session, have not 
been so favorable as x'ere hoped for by its friends. In some 
parts of the State it has worked well, in others it has not 
been well received, and not been productive of good. It was 
not to have been expected, liowever, that a system perfectly 
harmonious could have been adopted at once. It is to be 
hoped that the present Legislature, acting on the suggestions 
of the Superintendent, maybe able to correct all iiiipcrtections, 
so as to inako it acceptable to the whole people, and of greater 
utility to those for whose benefit it was enacted. 

Large sums of money have been expended in the euiistruc- 
tion of the Insane Hospital, and the building is far trom com¬ 
pletion. Unfortunately a }dan lias been adopted whicli, to 
bo fully carried out, will require heavy a])propriatious from 
tlie State Treasury. It it be considered an irujjcrative obli¬ 
gation upon r!ie State to uiaiutain a, Lunatic visyliim, it may 
bo ^^'cll to decide whetlier a }>roper regard for economy would 
not be consulted by the commcnceiueiit of a new buibling, 
more suitable to the demands for a house lor the purposes in- 
ten led, as well as the financial condition of the State. A 
healthy location, clicerful iiiountairi view's, pleasant scenery, 
good Avater, &c., &e., liave all been deemed indispensably 
necessary for the cure of the mhid diseased. As a matter 
of econoiiiy, an Asylum should be locateil in a country where 
land, labor, and the sujiplies of life, are abundant and cheap; 
as well as a point easy ot access from all |)arts of tiie State. 
If the building now commenced should be com]deted, large 
sums would have to be a]>propriated, to keep it in a state of 
preservation. A iiouse of such dirneusions, it is hoped, will 
not soon be demjiiided by tlie wants of tliat unfortunate class 
in our State. 


Nothing important or new has transpii'ed in regard to the 
financial condition of the State. Alabama bonds have not to 
any great extent been upon the markets, c >nsequently they 
have not been taken up, as they would havm been, to the lim¬ 
ited extent of oiir available means. The reports of the State 
Commissioner, Treasurer, and Comptroller, will present a de¬ 
tailed and particular statement of the finaqces of the State. 
Tlie present revenue act raises more money than is required to 
carry on, economically administered, the ordinary affairs of 
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the State Government, and as it is improper and unjust to 
collect from the people more money than tlie nec('ssities of the 
St{i»e absolutely demand, the present rate of taxation iniglit 
be very properly reduced. It is unjust to a people who have 
at all times prom{)tly responded t» whatever calls that have 
been made, to burden them with such taxation as may create 
a surplus in the Treasuay, to lie there unemidoyed, or become 
the subject of contr()ver>.y between different interests, for the 
doubt 111 privilege of borrowing it, Altho' it is no part of the le¬ 
gitimate businesso* theStateto lend its means or credit to its citi¬ 
zens, no matter in what pursuit engaged, itmay be proper, as ati- 
nancial operation, to lend to such enterpr scs as are considered of 
publicntility Avhatever unproductive surplus there may be i: the 
Treasury of the fState, unavailable in tlie payment of State 
obligations, whicli is the first duty to the people and our cred¬ 
itors ; provided, the parties borrowing, guarantee by security, 
both personal and real, the prompt ])aynient of pi incijuil and 
interest, at son.e early date. The sum of four hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars has been loaned to the Mobile and Ohio llailroad 
Company, agreeable to the act authorizing the loan, and the 
interest Jias been paid promptly, according to the tei'nis of the 
loan. 

The propriety of the State loaning its credit, or raising the 
means iroin the peoj)]e, to aid in the construction ol lailri ads, 
appears not to have received the appn bation either ot‘ the 
people, or those seeki: g phice in the councils of the 8tate. I 
look on it as a most fortunate cirenmsianeo for the country, 
that the sober common sense of the ])eo})le was of such force 
as to correct so promptly the mania that pervaded tlie min' s 
of many, but a few months since. We should rejoice that for 
the liiture, there is liojio that the acts of the State v ill be con¬ 
fined to the few simple legitimate purposes of a rejiublican 
government, 'flie amount last to the credit '"f the State in 
the Treasury of the United States was paid to the order of the 
State Commissioner direct, and did not pass 'hroiigli the State 
Treasury. The sum loaned to the Cahaba and Woodvillc 
Plank Road Company, by failure on part of the company to 
comply with the terms of the loan, has become due. Proceed¬ 
ings have not been instituted against the company on assur¬ 
ance that the money would be paid without a resort to coercive 
measures. 

The report of the State Commissioner will show the 
amount of assets yet apjiertaining to the several Banks in 
liquidation, and the means yet to be expected from that source. 
The State Banks have been in liquidation now about twelve 
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years, an 1 mf»ny of the debts yet outstanriing ) ave been in 
exi-itence a Tiric'i loagor time. The peo})Ie luivc a right to 
demand that this unJortiinate experiment at State liiiai.cering 
be brought to a close. The ex}»ensi\o macl)ine]y of mending 
up should be cond(m>ied. It will doubtless ])e iKcessarv to 
c.'iuinuG the office of State Conmiissioiicr, or a< 2 <.nt, but by a 
tians'er of books and ])a])er> to not more than two places, the 
business coul I be so consolidated, as to require but Ioav offices, 
an I at lessened expense. Those who have taken so long to 
pay t’mir debts, will have no just cause to complain at having 
to })ay, at this late ])erio(!, at a ])oint less convenient than tlio 
original. Tie- reissue of the bills or notes of detunct banks, 
in my estimation, is no longer admissable or proper, and 
coni I otily have been excitsed by tlie straightened situation in 
•w ic'i the crisis of broken Hanks and tailing credit ])bice(l ns 
at the bursting of tlie system, and can no longer be justified 
by any ])i'inciple of sound business ])olicy, or good faith. The 
iKiti s of the State Banks once taken up should l)e destroyed, 
an I not thrown out. a de])rcc;ated currency, to drive out the 
bjtter, and to be lodeeined again by the people. It is an act 
of injustice to State officers and State ciaditors, to be com¬ 
pelled to r< ceive payment in any currency not at par with gold, 
an 1 silver ; an act, in the minds of many well iid'ornicd per¬ 
sons, of doubtful constitiitioiiality. Entertaining these views, 
I feel it to be my duty to urge uj)on tlie IjCgislative depart¬ 
ment the propriety of an act requiring the sjieedy burning of 
every bill of tlie State Banks, that may come into the bands 


of the (lotnini.'<s'.oner or Treasurer. 

The Executive is required by law to visit the Penitentiary 
at least once in every uar. The ti an.‘>fcr of tlie management 
and <lisci})lhie of the prison to lessees, makes this a duty of 
little practical utility. 'J’lie lessees claim the privilege of 
using the labor of tlie convicts in such manner as to best pro¬ 
mote their pecunhiry interest 1 look upon the experiment of 
leasing the ])rison to private individuals, who engage in the 
business for peenuiarv profit, as of very questionable policy, 
as being alopte l bv the Legislature as a dernier resort, under 
ditiiculties, an I a virtual abandonment of the expectation of 
r'dbrmation, which was one of tb<* cbiet arguments in favor of 
tiiG a lojition of that mode of punishment. The system may 
be liable to favorit sin towards some convicts, and oppression 
to others. A considerable portion of the inmates of the Pen- 
itentharv have been persons c-mvicte l in the Federal Court for 
violation of the law'. of the United States, For the care and 
koc'dng these convicts, the Federal Government has paid, 
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at different times, considerable sums of money. It is a matter 
for legal enquiry, whether the money so paid has been properly 
applied. The Penitentiary is believed to be of sufficient ex¬ 
tent to hold all who have been, or are likely to be committed 
to its keeping, for a violation of the laws of the State. The 
law in regard to the escape of prisoners, both from the Peni- 
tenitentiary and County Jails, needs amendment. The laws 
requires the Warden to commimicate to the Governor all 
escapes that may occur, yet makes no provision for any action 
on his part to cause the apprehension of those escaping. The 
Executive should be clothed with authority to offer a reward 
for the delivery of fugitives at the expense of those from whose 
custody they may have escaped. Jail-breaking has been fre¬ 
quent, and escapes common, yet the law, as it now is, does 
not empower the Executive to cause them to be retakeu. The 
law of rewards is wholly defective, only authorizing a reward 
to be offered in case of escape before apprehension. 1 have 
exercised the power of Executive clemency to a limited extent, 
in most cases where the conduct of the convict had been good, 
and he had served out a portion of what was considered a hard 
sentence. I conceive it would be proper to authorize a condi¬ 
tional pardon in some eases, provided the convict would leave 
the State, never to return on the pain of being retaken. The 
State would be so relieved of the presence of such persons for 
the future. The health of the convicts for the last year, from 
the report of the Physician and Inspectors, appears to have 
been worse than usual. One of the principal causes assigned 
is the w'ant of an abundant supply of good water. If the law 
is not sufficient to compel the lessees to furnish all that may 
be required, it should be made so. 

In obedience to the joint resolution of February 8, 1854, on 
the subject of the line between Georgia and Alabama, I en¬ 
gaged the services of the Hons. E. S. Dargan and James E. 
Belser, to represent the State before the Court by which the 
question is to be decided. From their known integrity and 
ability, I have every reason to expect that the merits of the 
question will be so presented to the high tribunal before which 
the matter is to be tested as to insure a decision agreeable to 
the principles of justice and law, and a final settlement of the 
vexatious question. 

In conformity to the act authorizing a geological survey of 
the State, I appointed Professor M. Tuomy, of the University, 
State Goolorist. The act requires that he should make report 
to the Legiriature. I am informed by him that he will, at 
an early date, be prepared with the report. I sincerely hope 



it will meet fiilij the most saiignine expectations of the friends 
of the measure, and add to the fund of information on the 
subject investigated, so as to lead to further knowledge of the 
structure of the 8tatc. and he the means of develoj)ing and 
promoting he future wealth of the sam . 

In compliance with the law, (Code 434,) I engaged the ser¬ 
vices of K. T. Scott, Esq., to make out the registers of land 
sold in the State. He has for some months been busily en¬ 
gaged in that service. The cost of the work has been,greatly 
more than was expected by me, or was perhaps contemplated 
by the Legislature. Making it obligatory on the Executive 
to have the work dene, no discretion was vested in this De¬ 
partment on the subject. Although the cost to the State will 
be heavy, it is believed by those acquainted with the subject 
that the full amount of the cost will be saved to the State in 
the first year’s assessment on land. 

Conceiving it to be unwise and impolitic to retain on the 
statute hook any law' fallen into disrepute and become obsolete 
by force of public opinion, I am constrained to invite the leg¬ 
islative body to consider the propriety of a total repeal of the 
general Military laws. The necessity of a well trained militia 
is no longer recognised by our people, or enforced by those 
holding high military offices. Generally, no attention is \ aid 
to the subject. In some parts of the State, the people are 
called from their business and homes for little practical good. 
In the place of the present exploded system, 1 suggest the 
propriety of encouraging volunteer companies, by granting 
exemption from other public duties those who may be regu¬ 
larly drilled in organized volunteer corps. The volunteer 
regiment in the city of Mobile is equal to auy citizen soldiery 
in the United States. Other regiments would he raised in the 
same manner, hut for the old plan, which is now' equivalent 
to, and worse than none. 

Much of the legislation heretofore enacted, upon examina¬ 
tion, will he found to he of a special character—of no general 
interest to the State. Ample provision has been made in the 
Code for legislation of that character. Acts for incorporation, 
charters for schools, colleges and manufacturing companies, 
encumber the statute hooks, while the object intended to be 
accomplished may be attained at much less trouble to the par¬ 
ties concerned by complying with the general lav as already 
provided. The time of the Legislature is taken up, the session 
protracted, the laws made voluminous—all at great expi nse 
to the people of theState, by the continuance of such ac urse. Act¬ 
ing under a sense of duty to the people of the State, and having 
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Fuc’i opiisioriSjI cannot becxi^ectcdtobecomcapartytolcgif^latioii 
ofalikccliaracter. Tiiestatiiteson thesul»jector’usury inciiliglit- 
cncil coinninnities late years been iniicli canvassed, and, to 

inv mind, the Cdiiclusi- ii has been established, that the tfb rt 
to regulate by general laws the value of capital, or the price 
ot any other iuarketal»le coniodity, not only defeats its object, 
but o!ten becomes iiistrimiental in pTa)UU)ting the* vil piH)pust<i 
to be avoided. Itj every comuiunitA supposed to be* capable of self 
goverurneut, and aiiu-ng a peo])le as coiupeient of taking care 
of tbciuselves a^ the peo}de of these States are believed to be, 
every man should he le t to make his own bargains h»r money, 
as in any other business tr.insactlon. It is a well established 
fact tliat m.any persons glow rich hy the usurious wire of cap¬ 
ital. Those en aged in that b'is ness are of sufficient .sagac¬ 
ity to avtfi<l geiK rally the ]H'nalnos of the law. ]5y usury 
law.s many conscienrioiis men are jiievented frvuu using their 
surplus means in tliat way, so they are driven from the money 
anarket, and tiie field is le‘‘t clear to those who consider they 
have a right to obtain whatever jiremimn.s others may ehoo .''0 
io give tor tlic use of money : tlius a fair competition is -pre¬ 
vented. Those engaged in the busine.s.'^, charge the lamest 
borrower for the risk they take in loaningtotlio.se wlio may 
not he so. The propriety of any statute may be well ques¬ 
tioned for wbicli a man may be considered disgraced tor idead- 
ing it in hnr of jiaymciit o' a debt, as is generally the case in 
debts of this chaiact* r. The law is a relic ot barbarism, and 
onlv a legal subterfuge for rejmdiation, and increases the rate 
of interest, inst ad of lessening it. I am fully nwarc ot the 
difficulty of combatting well cstablisbed jiri'judices, or of ad¬ 
vancing o})iiiioiis difficult, and requi iug study ami mental la¬ 
bor to come to correct conclusions ; but I ventui'C to submit 
the question to the intelligence and good sense of the Legis¬ 
lature, and to the country, as one really calculated to briietit 
the whole community, paiticularly the borrowers. 

The Constitution of the State, adopted at an early day, and 
the subject of frequent changes and amen ments, has been so 
eKpcriiiiented upon as to have beco ne, in many particulars, 
omplex*, contradictory, and so difficult to bo understood and 
agreed upon, tas to be the constant theme ot legislative con¬ 
troversy and judicial adjustment, in some particulars pre.sent- 
ing difficulties insurmountable. In one instance alrealy, the 
State has sustained a heavy pecuniary loss. Much advance¬ 
ment has been made in ])opnlar government since the origin •! 
adoption of the Constitution, and some of the amen Imeuts 
made to answer particular purposes have not imiiroved it. I 
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suggest to you, therefore, the propriety of submittiug the ques¬ 
tion to the people for the call of a convention, or at least to 
ameai the present Ojnstitutioii, so as to reconcile the incon¬ 
gruities existing in regard to the election of Treasurer and 
Comptroller. 

The supposed expense incident to the call of a convention 
deters some, doubtless, from supporting the measure. More 
time is now consumed in the discussion of constitutional ques¬ 
tions than would cover the expense of a convention. The 
matter, to he properly understood, should be submitted to the 
people the day of the general election, which would insure a 
free and lull consideration of the propriety of the proposition. 

The propriety of a change ot the time of convening the 
Legislature presents itself forcibly to iny mind. The time 
now fixed is one inconvenient to the planter, as well a-< to those 
of the legal profession. Members, too, are called from home 
before the sickly season is fully over ; and from the prevalence 
of the yellow fever at the seat of government for the last three 
summers, apprehension is excited in the minds of the mem¬ 
bers, as well as their families, though no meuif»er of the Leg¬ 
islature, or officer of the State, has yet been attacked with the 
disease. The ordinary dictates of prudence should require a 
change to a period a few weeks later, when there would be no 
just cause for apprehension. It is the opinion of some that ia 
the everit of a change to the first Monday in December, the 
term of the session would he shortened. It would also have 
the effect of settling that fruitful source of controversy and 
speculation, the location of the Capitol. Many who were op- 
P sed to the last removal, are now of the opinion that the 
Capitol and Capitol question have cost quite enough, and con¬ 
ceive it time the question was settled. No location can be ex¬ 
pected to be satisfactory to all parts of the State ; and so far 
as the general interest is effected, the sooner the question is 
considered closed the better. It may be well asserted that the 
propriety, as well as the morality, of every removal that has 
yet taken ]>lace, were m'>re than doubtful. 

Impelled by the spirit of speculation, and a desire for the 
attainment of sudden wealth, without the means anl labor 
usual t) accomplish that desire, many persons have been made 
the earnest advocates of an expanded system of Banks and 
paper money. Unless we are unmindful of all the dearly 
i ought experience of the past, we should hesitate long before 
we should become parties to a general system now in the flood- 
tide of experiment in many of the States of this Union.

A [.cople so lully agricultural as ours are, have but little 
use for a flush circulation of paper money. The events of the 
last year, felt more in other countries than our own State ad¬ 
monish ns of the danger of a multiplication of Banks^and 
facility of borrowing their issues. The abundant supply of 
gold from California, Australia, and other auriferous reo-idns 
prevented that disastrous crash in monetary affairs whidi has 
been so often realized in the history of the past, bringino- dis¬ 
tress and ruin on many who harl no part in the recklessness 
which brought such disasters. Although the great*increase 
of gold from the' recently discovered sources may have pre¬ 
vented a genera] ('onmiorcial crisis the few years past, the gold 
of the world does not afford a basis of safety for the greed of 
speculation and avarice which grows by what it feeds on, and 
has no limits ; and from which tlie only ])rotectiori the country 
has, is the sober Judgment of prudent men, founded upon the 
experience of years, of observation and study. 

It might reasonably liave l>oen expected that riie immense 
addition of coin to the eirculatiiig inedium 'tf the world, would 
have dismissed tlie iuM;essity, iti a great degree*, of a paper 
currency ; but the veiy rc^vei se .setuiis to be the fact; lor the 
millions of coin now in the world has only stimulated an in¬ 
creased inanufaeture of banks. That a continuation of the 
policy will result in banknipby and ruin, if all history is not 
a delusion, is certain. Alabama lias, in a great degree, of 
late years, ('S(.*aped from injury incident to excessive banking. 
It is the [)art of Avisdom to provide that om* people shall still 
do so. There may be those among us mindful of' their own 
peculiar aims and interests, wlio none of those dangers, 
as there is an evident dis{)Osition to make Banks, as if the 
mere creation of a paper mint added anything to the real 
AA^ealth of the country. 

Banks are not created for the people, but to enable those 
who establish them to borroAv their OAvn bills, an<l pass them 
upon the public as money. Tlie system of paper money being 
fixed upon tlie country, has to be tolerated as a necessary evil 
—at least until other States see the propriety of restricting 
them to mere commercial operations. It is the duty of wise 
legislators to restrain its capacity of mischief. We have now 
five banks in operation iii this State, emitting a large circula¬ 
tion of their hills ; besides, agencies of Banks, and a large 
number of Insurance Companies, engaged iu loaning money 
to those Avho can make good notes and hills. The tax rolls 
nhow immense suras loaned at interest,demonstrating the fact

The time has come 
when, as a people united in an ermngeucy, ri.sing above all 
party considerations, we should he pu'ejuxred to assert and to 
maintain our constitutional and natural rights, no matter from 
what source the assaults may come, or tho oouseqiiences which 
may follow. The nature of man, in its host form, is aggress¬ 
ive —more bu in communities and nations. All history teaches 




US that no i>eople ever niaintained their natural or political 
rights by a course ol‘ temporising submission to wrong. Ac¬ 
quiescence in one case but invites another. 

The compromises of the Constitution were the first, and 
should have been the last, the people of the South submitted 
to. Had the aggressive course of the Korth been met with 
firmness at the commencement of this war on our rights, wo 
should long ago luive had peace and quiet, which we have 
been unable to attain by compromises, often at war with tho 
terms of our political compact, and replete with injustice to 
us. When tuC calculating selHshness of those agitating, and 
permitting this agitation, shall find the South agreed and 
united as to the settlejiient of this matter, we shall have peace, 
and not until then. When they are brought to see what they 
are about to lose— t he trade of the South—by which they are 
the cliief benciiciaries of the labor of slaves, the shop keepers 
and maniilacturers will see tlie wickedness of their conduct. 
They now ve y properly conclude, from the course of some 
Soiitlicrn men, that we feel as if we would cease to exist without 
a political connection with, and dependence on, the non-slavo- 
holding States. They have reason to believe that we are pre¬ 
pared for a continuation of the political compact—known as 
the Union—by‘a base and sliamclul acquiescence in whatever 
wrong they may choose to inflict. 

The union of these Stab s is only to be preserved by a faith¬ 
ful observance of the terms of the compact, as agreed upon in 
the Constitution ; and the sooner the aggressor is made to un¬ 
derstand such to be our conclusion, the more likely is the Union 
to last. So long as the Union is calculated to effect the great 
objects it was established to accomplish, it should be sustained. 
But when tUe government, under the control of a reckless 
majority, ceases to protect, and becomes an instrument of op¬ 
pression, it will have failed in the purpose of its creation, and 
will no longer he a proper object of respect or veneration. 

As a party to the great political events w.hich seem fast 
coming to a crisis, we have no power of avoiding the issues 
presented. We have no escape, unless, by a firm and united 
course, we show ourselves ready to maintain our rights under 
any circumstances. We have nothing to hope from the sense 
of ju.stice in the minds of a great majority of those in power 
in the free States. The realization of the fact that we had 
come to the period in the history of our wrongs, when we will 
dare to assert our political equality in the government at 
}^azard, might cau.se them to pause. They might be aware of 
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the delusion under which they lie in supposing the people of 
the slaveholding States so dependent upon a political connec¬ 
tion with them for prosperity or happiness. The slaveholdiiig 
States, and those inevitably bound to us by locality and in¬ 
terest, cover an extent of country whose geniality ol (dimate, 
and productiveness of soil, combine to make us a people more 
independent of others than any other part of the world. Pro¬ 
ducing all the necessaries, many of the luxuries of life, and 
the great staples that command the commerce of the world, 
we are as independent, when we shall be driven to indepen¬ 
dence, of the product or manufactories of those who feel such 
degradation in the alliance, as if an impassible ocean rolled 
between us. 

With a people brave, inteliigent, energetic, and, w’lmxi 
aroused, as pc.triotic as any that have ever lived, I see none of 
those causes of apprehension and alarm at the contemplation of 
wrongs, long continued, which will inevitably drive us to 
dissolve the political ties which have lieretofira uxisted betsveeu 
us and our assailants.

Your committee commenced the examinations with the of¬ 
fice of State Treasurer for the period above mentioned, by 
carefully comparing the entries in his books, both of receipts 
and disbursements, with the certificates and warrants of the 
Comptroller, by wliich they were made, and fouiid the sami; 
to agree. They also, examined and proved the extensions 
and additions in said books and found the same to be correct, 
and the receipts and disbursements for each fiscal year, to 
agree with the Treasurer’s Biennial Report, made to the two 
Houses of the General Assembly, at the commencement of 
the present Session. They also ascertained, by an actual 
count of all the monies in the Treasury, that the same amoun¬ 
ted to the balance contained in that report. 

Your committee next examined the books and vouclier.s in 
the Comptroller’s office for the same period, carefully com¬ 
paring the entries with the vouchers for each fiscal year, 
as stated above, all of which, your committee believe to bo 
strictly correct, and so far as could be ascertained in strict 
accordance with law. 

Your committee then compared the receipts and disburse- 
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ments for the two fiscal years, ending as above stated^ with 
the amounts for the same period, as shown in the h^ks of 
the Treasurer’s office and found them to agree exactly with 
each other* 

Your committee found on comparing the cash balance on 
hand on the 30th September, 1865, as shown by the reports 
of the Comptroller and Treasurer, a difference of fourteen 
thousand five hundred and fifty-six t-100 dollars, which upon 
examination, was found to result from a deficiency of that 
amount, which still remains due from S. Gr. Frierson, the 
late Treasurer, and which he failed to pay over to his suc¬ 
cessor on the 2tth of January, 1848, the day on which the 
present Treasurer entered upon the duties, of his office. In 
consequence whereof, your committee found that the balance 
remaining in the Treasury at the close of each fiscal year, as 
shown by the books in the Comptroller’s office, has exceeded 
the actual balance remaining therein by the amount of said 
deficiency. All efforts to collect from the said Frierson, the 
balance due on his official bond, have failed, and in order to 
adjust and harmonize the balance in the two offices, your 
committee have instructed us to report the accompanying 
Preamble and Joint Eesolutions, to adjust the cash balance in 
the office of Comptroller of Public Accounts, so as to corres¬ 
pond with the actual balance in the Treasury on the 30th 
September, 1855, and to recommend their passage.

Mr. Speaker; 

His Excellency, the Governor, returns to the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, in which it originated, accompanied with his ob¬ 
jections thereto, a bill of the following title :

To the House of liepresentatives : 

“The bill to authorize the County C/ommissioners ot Lime¬ 
stone county, State of Alabama, to subscribe to^ the capital 
stock of the Tennessee and Alabama Central Railroad Com¬ 
pany,^’ has received my deliberate consideration. It has pre¬ 
sented no argument sufficient to carry conviction to my mind 
to justify a principle of legislation of doubtful constitutional ¬ 
ity, and one establishing a most dangerous precedent. 
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The declaration of the bill, that “ in pursuance of the 
wishes of the people of Limestone county, as expressed at an 
election held for that purpose, reaffirmq^ at the recent election 
for Representatives,” does not show any principle or fact, far¬ 
ther than that a portion of the people, perhaps a majority of 
the voters, may favor such a proposition. 

The CJonstitution does not confer on the people of a county 
such powers, even when the election is made directly on the 
approval of the proposition submitted. The legislative pow¬ 
ers of the government do not abide in the people of a county 
only as a part of the body politic. If they do, why have not 
the people of Limestone county caused a subscription of stock 
to the road to be made, without the formality of passing a bill 
through the Legislature, and sending it to this department 
for approval ? This bill not only authorizes but requires the 
Commissioners’ Court to make a subscription of a certain sum 
to be collected from the individual tax payers of Limestone 
county, not only without the consent of many of the number, 
but forcing them to become stockholders in a private corpora¬ 
tion against their wishes and contrary to tlieir judgment. 

It may be true, that a preponderance of judicial decisions 
may be found in favor of the constitutionality of the measure; 
but is equally true that able jurists and profound statesmen 
are firm in the conviction that such a forced law, or invest¬ 
ment, is unwarranted by the Constitution, or by any le dti- 
mate influence from the principles of our government. 

To the mere legal formalist, it may be sufficient that the 
weight of judicial decisions and precedents may be found to 
justify such legislation ; but if we are to be the blind agents 
of precedents, all freedom and independence of thought and 
action arc at an end. We shall have only to find what has 
been done and decide by the judiciary heretofore, ami then 
follow in the beaten track. To the enlightened staiesman and 
investigator of truth, belongs a higher duty, tin? duty of cor¬ 
recting errors, which, though consecrated by centuries of tol¬ 
eration, and hacked and pro])ped by a thousand proce<l(‘ii<s, 
are hut errors still. 

Judges elected by the popular vote, or lioldiug their ofticcs 
by a short tenure, engaged and interested in the ])opu]iir meas¬ 
ures of the day, which for a time may mislead and control 
the popular mind, are not, from the very nature of t hings, pre¬ 
disposed to make decisions contrary to the whiles of those 
who clothe them with authority and power, but the contrary. 
Too often we see the decision of courts so warped and shaped 
to conform to what may he the popular will at the time, to 
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entitle them to that tiiilimited oonfidence arid implicit obedi¬ 
ence which men, professional men, are disposed to demand for 
them. 

As to the constitutionality or expediency of laws of thia 
character , involving grave <|Uestions, 1 shall not adopt blindly 
as a rule of action, when tliere is so luiicli conflict, the opin¬ 
ion of any one ; but be governed by my own e<uu'ietion of the 
power and propriety of legislation. 

I liold it to be safe to assume that cujitested and doubtful 
constitutional ])o\vers sliould !)(* exercised witli great caution, 
and only in case of extreme ueeessity and emergency ; but 
never when the teiideucy of tlicir ('xercise is to abridge the 
right of tin; citizen, or to iulVinge on Ills natural rights in the 
free control aTid eiiji.'ynient of the fruils of hi.s own industry 
and labor. 


The coiLstirntiou dee]are.s that pi'ivaie projforty shall not he 
taken for {)uh]ie u.se. oxcept u})on ,iu.st compensation to tlie 
owner. Vet, this l)ill ])ro],h)S(‘s Uf tak(i ])ri\'ate )}ro])erty for 
the use of {>rivatc corp((r;itious. and to constitute a larg'c mim- 
her of the ])e(»[)]e of Inmestone liouuty, many of them minors 
and hmiales, liaving no voiei* in tlie (jucsiion. stot'klroldersand 
copartner.s in a. C()r]ioratir»n against tlieis' veil] and consent, 
and, possibly, in direct eontlict witii their interest. 

Tho.se ])crsi)ns who will l)c tlin.s rorc*<3d t<.) subscrilx? to tlie 
company, may liave im interest in the enterprise or speculation, 
l)ut it may be tlnit they hav<» already subseribed to the full 
extent ot‘ the means they can spare iVom the ordinary biisiness 
of life to work.s of a similar character, the interest and 
of which wouhl bo seriously jn'ejudiccd ])y the work they aia^ 
so forced t*) becojiie partit's to. 

It is a most dangerous policy to carry coercive go\eriinien- 
tal power over tlie‘ property and jtrivate riglits of the citizen, 
to the full extent of constitntiomil toleration; except m ex¬ 
treme cases, demaiidod impeartivoly by public necessity, cai-U 
act of the kind becomes but the precedent and reason tor some 
kindred subsequent act. Frmii tlie frequent exercise of such 
power, with liberal and forced judicial construction, tlie x>i}b- 
lic mind becomes confused, x)aralysod, and less able to distm- 
guish what arc the reserved rights of the citizen, or it indecu 
he have any, and less xiromxit to question the acts of the gov 
ernment, even in cases of x^alpahle usurpation. 

Under the influence of precedents, and natural prei ispo- 
sition to yield to a supposed existing expediency, and to con¬ 
cur with the legislative will, the court will incline to sustain 
the exercise of doubtful power by the law-making depart- 



ments, and so, from one act, carrying legislative power to the 
very verge of constitutional toleration, there is great danger 
that a succession of acts may follow, each going a little far¬ 
ther than the one preceding, and with only a slight distinc¬ 
tion, until the constitutional limits are transcended ; and yet 
the courts approve and sustain them. 

It becomes us, therefore, to pause on the threshold, in the 
adoption of a policy having such dangerous tendencies as show 
themselves in this bill, especially when there is no command¬ 
ing and urgent necessity demanding its adoption. 

It often becomes necessary for the legislator, in order to be 
controlled by the true principles of republican government, 
to go back and carefully examine and consider the nature and 
objects of the government, bv whose authority be is acting. 
At no time more than the present has such a retrospection 
been more necessary and proper. 

The idea seems to have found place in the minds of many, 
that the Legislature may do any thing not denied to it openly 
hy the Constitution, and that the sovreignty of the State rests 
in the Legislature. All sovreignty is in the hands of the 
people, and not in the Legislature ; tlie people, in convention 
assembled, liave not invested the Legislature with more of the 
elements of sovreignty than are necessary to carry on the 
general and simple operations of government, and a few otlier 
powers s])ecially delegated. 

The hill of lliglits, section tliirty, reads thus: 

•* This enumeration of certain riglits shall not he coiisti iicil 
to deny or disparage othei s retained hy the ])eople : and to 
guard against any encroachments on the herein retained, <,ir 
any ti’ansgressiii of any of the liigli powers liereiii delegated, 
we declare tJiat everything in this article is excepkdout of the 
general powers of government, and shall forever lemain invi¬ 
olate ; and that all laws contrary tlicreto, or t(> the following 
jvrovisions, shall he voii!,” 

If, however, it he not clear tliat the jtfopvr inethod of build¬ 
ing railroads i.s not umsmstitutional, hut < 0 ’ doubtful consti¬ 
tutionality, it is l>etter that tliose who are to be hy sueb enact- 
iiients eai ried into tbe ]partners])ip, sliall have tlie l)enefit of 
the doubt ; and that tbe construction of railroad.s, as w'ell as 
all other improvements tf snpjiosed puhli<‘ utility, be lett to 
tlie slower ami safe details of interest, rather than I’esort to 
the doubtful jtower of making thepeo})le involniitary builders. 
The spirit of internal improv-ement is already .sufficiently ue- 
tive to disiiense witli the adoption of sucli coercive measures ; 
and tlie fact tltat no road lias been ])uilt. or is an advanced 
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state of completion on the force of its own merits, should in¬ 
duce us to pause and to weigh well the opinions advanced as 
to the practicability of these undertakings. The most wild 
and chimerical ideas in regard to this and that project, as men 
were instructed, have been promulged and attempted to be 
.sustained by sophism to entice the people into them, and to 
obtain the aid of the State. 

The proposition in the bill involves a policy whicli might 
work the greatest injustice to a part of the people of the county 
to be affected by it. The geography and local divisions^ of 
the country may be such that a large* and heavy tax-paying 
minority may be forced, by the means of Legislation, to pay 
for the construction of a road in which they have not only no 
interest, but the construction of whicli would result injuri¬ 
ously to them. 

This may be called an extreme case. It may, or it may not 
he so. Justice and right, however, should be maintained in 
all legislation, even to extremity. Admit that, by judicial 
construction and legal precedent, the policy is not in conflict 
with the constitutional power of the Legislature, it does not 
follow that such a law should be enacted, or that it does not 
come in conflict with the legitimate and pro})er duties of a re¬ 
publican government. 

Tlie objects and purposes of such a government as ours, 
were intended to be few and simple. They are to protect every 
7nan in the legal pursuit of wealth and happiness, and in the 
enjoyment of the fruits of his own labors, and to protect the 
weak against the strong. Barriers and restrictions, by wuut- 
ten constitutions, are provided to shield the minority against 
the capricious will of a majority. The idea, which is becom¬ 
ing too prevalent in the country, that a mere majority in a 
county or precinct may do what they please, either in the in¬ 
vestment of capital or sanitary and sumptuary regulations, 
finds no warrant in the principles of our government; but, ou 
the contrary, is destructive of all individual rights and per¬ 
sonal liberty, and will end, if persisted in, in the destruction 
of society itseli’. It is simply the law" of the strong again.st 
trie weak, A niajority may, wntli soinc! shov/ of justice, de¬ 
cide that it is ])rejudicial to the general interest for any one 
person to own more land than is absolutely needed for the 
maintenance of his family, whilst others have more, or only 
that of an inferior quality ; but w’ould it be right to act upon 
that decision and legislate for the majority? A majority of 
the people of Limestone county might decide the use of slaves 
in that county to be a ]mbllc injury, and require its abolition. 
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They might also decide other measures ec[ually an invasion 
of personal and private rights; 

The proposition o^ens the door of radical agrarianism and 
anarchy, and to legislative and judicial confiscation of the 
lalwr and property of the individual for the use of others. 
It is an act of legislative usurpation, destructive of all gov¬ 
ernment founded on justice, or any thing but a capricious des¬ 
potism of the majority. 

Plain people have been accustomed, heretofore, to consider 
that what they had worked to obtain was their own private 
property, and could only be taken from them for the public 
use on payment of full value. But if the principle of this 
bill be sound, a majority that can invest one per cent, of the 
property of a refusing minority, can invest the whole in any 
speculation they may decide the public good demands ; and 
they who to-day were independent by their own industry, may 
to-morrow find themselves the owners of unprofitable rail¬ 
road stocks, and liable for the debts and mismanagement of 
the directors of a company into which they have been drafted 
and made parties by compulsion. 

The dangerous tendencies of such a law, and such innova¬ 
tions upon the principles of man’s self-government, enlarged 
upon, would extend this communication to an unreasonable 
length. The experience of any State where this policy has 
been recognised and enforced, is conclusive against it. In the 
language of President Jackson, “ in the best use of such ap¬ 
propriations, the abuses to which tliey lead far exceed the 
good they are capable of promoting. They may be resorted 
to as artful expedients to shift upon” parties not interested 

the losses of unsuccessful speculation.” 

I am fully apprised of the readiness with which flippant 
and specious writers and orators are accustomed to denounce 
the free use of the veto power, conferred hy the Federal and 
State Constitutions upon the Executive department of the 
Federal and State governments, and the gusto with which the 
outcry is raised of the ‘‘ one man power, Executive dictation,” 
&c.y &c. ; but the authors of the Federal and State Constitu¬ 
tions—the fathers of our system of free government—conceived 
it be a wholesome check on party and visionary legislation. 
In denouncing the exercise of the veto power with which the 
Executive thus is clothed to protect both the Constitution and 
the people, they denounce at the same time those who conferred 
the power. While I am not insensible to the applause or the 
censure of my fellow-citizens, and much desire to act in con¬ 
currence with the Representatives of the people, I have m> 
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hesitancy in refusing my sanction to any^ law which, in my 
judgment, is so destructive of every principle of justice and 
sound expediency, having full confidence that whatever may 
be the success of a popular error^ for a time, the correctness 
of the position I take—withholding my approval to such an 
innovation—will soon be vindicated by the results, as well as 
by the popular judgment.

John A. Winston : 

Sir :—As the result of a 
conversation 1 had the honor to hold with your Excellency, I 
hereby state my readiness to submit to a proposal to examine 
and report upon the amount of swamp and overflowed lands, 
arising to the State of Alabama, under the provisions of the 
act of Obngress, bearing date of the 28th September, 1850, 
entitled an act to enable the State of Arkansas and other 
States, to reclaim the swamp lands within their limits, to the 
end that the (General Assembly of this State, should they in 
their wisdom deem the matter of sufficient importance, may 
empower some party to contract on the part of the State for 
the work necessary to he done. Immediately upon the pas¬ 
sage of tlu! act of 1850, instructions were forwarded to the 
(TOvernor'.s of the several States, containing public lands by 
the commis.sioner of the General Land Office, informing them 
of the passage of the act and of the relief of their respective 
States under it. All the States of the confederacy containing 
public lands have availed themselves of the provisions of this 
act and adopted some means to secure its benefits, with th(i 
solitary exception of the State of Alabama, 

The benefit of the expense of examination and .selection 
would be greater than the value of the grant is, 1 learn, the 
cause which ha.s deterred the authorities of this State from at¬ 
tempting to eonsumate her right under the act granting the 
swamp and overflowed lambs within her limits. This diffi¬ 
culty 1 propose to obviate, by undertaking to do the necessary 
work for securing the lands granted, for a per centage which 
may he agreed upon, should the General Assembly deem the 
proposition worthy of attention, payable out of any funds 
derived from tlio sale of lands claimed under the act. or for a 
portion of the lands secured by it.

The (^mmittee to whom was referred that part of the Gov¬ 
ernor’s message relatit g to the “ Alabama Insane Hospital,” 
and the report of the Trustees of said Hospital, after a full 
and careful investigation of the same, in connection with the 
original act establishing said Institution, and accomj)auied by 
the explanatory statements of the Architect, who was present 
with the committee, as to the quality, capacity and present 
condition of the building, have instructed me to 

REPORT; 

That the site selected and purchased by the Commissioners, 
appointed by law for that purpose, combines all the advanta¬ 
ges required by the original act establishing the Alabama 
Insane Hospital.” 

The Trustees whose duties were to contract for and cause to 
be erected the necessary buildings and improvements, have 
adopted the plan submitted and recommenaed to them by the 
Pyhsician appointed under the law for that purjmse, and have 
let to contract certain portions only of the main building ; 
not desiring to bind the Institution for a larger amount than 
was placed at their disposal. The sum appropriated being en¬ 
tirely insufficient to erect and complete such buildings and 
improvements, the plan adopted and the contracts let, were, 
as your committee think, very pro])er in reference to further 
appropriation. The limitation to the expenditures being only 
“ until otherwise ordered,” the conclusion on the part of the 
Trustees that additional appropriation would be made, as tlie 
work should progress, was quite natural and reasonable. 

The whole building, in its ultimate capacity, will accommo¬ 
date but two hundred and fifty patients, and is in accoidance 
with the requirements of the law. Besides, this plan is not 
too commodious or extensive for the wants of tlie State. For 
to say nothing of the Insane who may he sent from abroad to 
this institution, our late census returns, although some coun¬ 
ties have given us no official account of tliat nnibrtiinato class 
within their limits, shows the existence of nearly twice tluit 
number in our own State, 

The contracts which have been let, arc considered as favora¬ 
ble and economical as was p/>acticablc ; and the amounts al¬ 
ready paid out and the Architect’s estimate tor the entire com¬ 
pletion, will bring the whole cost within the sum usually

expended for the erection and completion of similar buildings 
of the same plan and equal accommodations. 

It is estimated that the final completion of the buildings 
and improvements, including cost of Steam Engine, Tank 
Pipes, Gas fixtures, &c., according to the plan and specifica¬ 
tions adopted, will require a further sum of about one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, the appropriation of which 
amount, your committee unanimously recommend, according 
to the provisions of the accompanying bill.

The spirit of this age is utilitarian, and prior to undertak¬ 
ing new enterprises, demands to see their practicalness. 
Knowledge must be made available, and science is required to 
show its bearing upon the practical pursuits of life. Geology- 
meets this demand. Immediately practical in its character 
and beneficial in its results,^’ as Lieut. Maury said, it is cred¬ 
itable to American governments that tliey bave^ at public ex¬ 
pense, fostered and encouraged it, so that geology may almost 
be called an American science. 

It has been truly sa'd tlmt American geologists have excited 
respect for tlie American jiaine in foreign lands, and exalted 
our national cliaracter by showing tltat our free institutions 
are favorable to enlarged views of science, to a general dift'u- 
slon of knowledge, and to a just appreciation of its benfits.'* 
IFere any argurofuits respriiaxi to slio\v the use and even tlio 
necessity of geological surveys, they may be found in the ex¬ 
ample of tlio.se countries where tlie arts of civilization have 
made the greatest progress, ifor iiioro tliau twenty years, 
Great ifeitain has lee.pt in tlie field a large and efficient corps 
of geologists (mgaged in tiie cxjiloration of her domain. 
France has bad a similar survey in progres.s for twelve years. 
Neither of the.se surveys hardly approaches comphjtion. 

It is not a little interc.s'ing that the iir.st geological survey, 
iuBtitiitcd for tlie benefit of tlic ])coi)lc at large, originated in 
the Southern States. Inoi'IIi t./arolina gave tlie first commis¬ 
sion in i82t, and her example was fbllowcd by our Isorthern 
brethren, who, whaiever el.se may be said of them, are slow 
to f)roseciite e,xperu;ive Jind unprofitable scru)mc:u 

T'he Federal Govonimeuthas fourid it practical)ic and highly 
dcKirahlc to conneci. gcoiogical with linear surveys. The pub¬ 
lic lands in f^onie <ff t.'io 8t:iie.s and Territories have been sur¬ 
veyed at great expense, and the result bas proved, in the geo¬ 
logical and otlier scieniifi(^ information obtained, that appro- 
priiiiioiis i'in-.snel* olrjeohs a; (• dietatod by wisdom and truo 

cconomv.

The estimate placed upon the value of these surveys is strik¬ 
ingly presented in the fact that wliere, on account of financial 
embarrassments, they have been suspended, with returning 
prosperity they have been resumed with increased vigor. 
Pennsylvania, the only State that resembles Alabama in tho 
extent and variety of its mineral wealth, after six y* ars of la¬ 
bor of its corps in the field, and the expenditure of $76,657 00, 
suddenly brought the work to a close. After a suspension nf 
ten year.s, the survey has been recently resumed, with an ad¬ 
ditional appropriation of $32,000, making the total cost $108^ 
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65*7 00. New Jersey has also resumed the survey of her terri¬ 
tory. New York on a grand survey not yet completed, has expeo- 
de»l the sum of $;i00,000 00. A bill is now before the Legisla¬ 
ture of* Georgia, reported from the committee on Agriculture 
And Internal Improvement, for the creation of the office of State 
Geologist and Chemist. These iiicts, which could be easi ly mul¬ 
tiplied, show most clearly how such surveys arc appreciated 
where they have been tried and where tliey are understcKid. 

Looking at geological surveys from a merely economical 
point of view, they present themselves under two important 
aspects. Their first and most obvious object Is the discovery 
of those minerals and soils that have an agricultui-al or com¬ 
mercial value, and tlie presentation of such discoveries in an 
authentic and reliable form. The other object to be aecom- 
plished, though not so obvious, is not the less irnpoilaut—the 
dissemination among the people of accurate and useful knowl¬ 
edge in relation to the nature and extent of tlseir inineral 
wealth, thereby preventing ruinous and «)ftea useless lixptju-

One of the chief advantages of a geological .sui vey of our 
State, is the embodiment, in a cbeii}) and acLcssildc (‘orus, of 
all the knowledge })ertaining to her ]>hysieal rie'.ouK r s. [‘ro- 
fesssor llrumby, in his useful letters in iaviu' id' a geohjglcal 
survey, published more than ten years figo, justly j ema’i'ked 
that “such report.s were great sten-e-houses of all khtusof use¬ 
ful knowledge, so systematically arransg'd under a[,.|)repi hu.(; 
heads, that any one, by consulting an index, Uiay readily tuin 
to the ]>age from which 1 h^ can learn vrliat lie wisries to know 
concerning the mines, or tiio <jun.n !es, or 1,1 
water-power, or the soihs, or the rocks am 
animals and vegetables of his tSiate." Aithougli, ;i..> s 1 1, the 
survey of Alabama has necessarily keen but lairtial, \oarcuiri- 
mittec bQlievo that enough has been done, by coiieof!i!g ihlse 
notions, preventing ruinous searches and blind expenditures 
for minerals, discovering new substances, diffusing iitibrma- 
tion and exciting general interest in tbe subject, to sliovr the 
wisdom that dictated it as well as sufliciertt reasons for its con¬ 
tinuance. 

In addition to the agricultural resources of tlu' *S'iate al¬ 
ready known, wo have inexhaustible beds of marl on nearly 
all the streams flowing into the Chattahoochee below Colum¬ 
bus. The Conecuh and some of the other streams in the 
Southern counties, have their beds in deposites of marl of the 
richest character. The value of this substence, if applied to 
our sandy lands and exhausted soils, need not be enlarged 
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ui)on since the hibors of JJucatel, Rogers and Ruffin in Vir¬ 
ginia and Miryland. Beds of green sand, successfully used 
m some States as a fertilizer and made profitable for exporta¬ 
tion, are known to exist, to a great extent, in Wilcox and 
Monroe, and at many localities on the Alabama river. 

Our knowledge, a few years past, in relation to our great 
mineral deposites, was inconsiderable compared with what it 
now is. Every one knew that coal existed in the State ; but 
who thought that two narrow strips, extending across the Ca- 
baba coal-field, contained 50,000,000 tons of accessible coal? 
Who supposed tliat the Warrior coal-field would be found ex¬ 
tending from 'ruskaloosa almost to the Tennessee, and from 
Jones’ Valley to a point within six miles of Mississippi ? 
Penesylvania has ex})eTided $40,000,000 to bring her coal to 
market, and her coal trade is over 4,000,000 tons. The yield 
of the Britisli coal mines is $90,000,000 per annum, and is 
regarded, says Mc/.Aillough, ‘‘as the principal source and foan- 
<lation of British manufacturing and commercial prosperity.” 
The London Times, of 30th October, 1851, said that “the ex¬ 
haustion of our coal-fields would he the final and utter catas¬ 
trophe of our greatness, and England would immediately sink 
into a third-rate power.” 

IVhen our survey commeneed, the riche.st and most exten¬ 
sive beds of iron ore, now known to exist in this State, were 
scarcely recognised as ores of iron. Since the last report, 
made a few years ago, our knowledge in this direction has 
been vastly extended so that it is now known that we possess 
in Alabama all the workable ores of iron. 

To our building materials has been added a durable and 
juo.st beautiful granite, and the knowledge of the local¬ 
ities of flag-stones and similar materials has been 
great ly ex tended. Mirblc of different kinds and great pui ity, 
>insurpa.‘j.sed by any discovered on this continent, has been 
found so ebmraon as scarcely to attract notice about its par¬ 
ticular localities ; and yet for tomb stones, monuments, archi¬ 
tectural decorations, and to build a custom house in J/bbile, 
marble and gi anite, at heavy expense, are imported from 
abroad and from the North ! Beds of soap-stone and porce¬ 
lain clay have also been added to the long catalogue of our 
useful minerals. 

The thousands of barrels of hydraulic cemeut, annually 
consumed in the State, are supplied to us by New York at a 
cost of $2 50 per barrel. The report of the State Geologist, 
.just presented to this House, informs us, what was previously 
unknown, of the discovery of hydraulic limestone in the State, 
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of great abundance and at a moBt accessible point, near the 
Alabama and Tennessee River Railroad ; so that, ere long, 
we may become exporters instead of being, as at present,, im¬ 
porters of this necessary article. There is no exaggeration in 
saying that this single discovery alone will more than com ¬ 
pensate for any outlay required for a thorough survey of the 
State. Nor is this the first instance of geological surveys 
showing the abundance of mineral substances, which had been 
previously imported at heavy expense. Professor Brumby 
said that Dr. Hildreth, during his survey of Ohio, found a 
rock equal in value to the French Burhstone and similar to 
it in all essential characteristics,” which, in the shape of mill¬ 
stones, had long been imported from Franco at a cost of from 
$350 to $500 a pair. 

It is the duty, as it is the privilege of enlightened and pa¬ 
triotic legislators to look beyond the present into tlie future. 
Ho was a poor philosopher and a worse patriot who would do 
nothing for posterity because posterity had done nothing for 
him. In any calculation involving the Value of the industrial 
resources of Alabama, its geographical position must not be 
omitted. Our geological map indicates the important fact, 
that the great Apalachian strata, with their hounclle.ss min¬ 
eral treasures, sink in our State beneath the waters of the 
Grulf after approaching it nearer than at any other point. 
The physical features of the State, our valleys and our streams 
point in that direction as the great outlet for our trade, and 
when the Gulf is connected witli the Pacific, if Alabama is 
true to herself, who shall calculate tlie po.sition slie may oc¬ 
cupy in relation to the vast commerce that must then spring 
up ? 

A distinguislied statesman is said to have made the remark, 
that his politics was controlled by geography. Should not 
our legislation be influenced at least by the geography and 
geology of our State ? Surely it is sound policy to inform 
ourselves fully and accurately of the value and extent of our 
mineral w'ealth by a thorough exploration of the State, by 
completing what we have already so wisely begun. 

The committee have, therefore, instructed me to report the 
following hill: To commence and complete the geological sur - 
vev of the State, and to recommends its passage.

To the House of Itepresentvtives: 

I herewith return to the House ot Representatives the bill 
to be entitled an act to make Sarah Ann Clark, of the county 
of Morgan, a free dealer,” with my objections thereto. 



If ifc is the intention of the Legislature to conter on ilfrs. 
Clark the right to acquire, hold, and dispose of property free 
from liability on account of the debts or contracts of her hus¬ 
band, I respectfully suggest that the provisions of part 2, 
title 5, chapter 1, article 3, of the Code of Alabama, render 
special legislation on this subject unnecessary ; as in the lan¬ 
guage of section 1982, all property of the wife, held by her 
previous to the marriage, or which she may become entitled 
to after the marriage, in any manner, is the separate estate 
of the wife, and is not subject to the payment of the debts of 
the husband.” And by the provisions of section 2131, if the 
suit relates to lier separate estate, she must sm^ or he sued 
alone. 

1 have carefully read the petition which accompanies the 
bill, and can find nothing therein which either asks or requires 
special legislation for the protection of Mrs. Clark beyond 
those privileges secured to her by the Code of Alabama. 

The first section of the hill simply makes Mrs, Clark a 

free dealer,” hut interposes no protection, as to after ac¬ 
quired property, against the creditors of the husband, and 
thus falls short of what is secured to her by the general law. 

The second section gives her the right to sue and be sued. 
The Code provides for the same, where the separate estate of 
the wife is involved. But this section goes farther, and gives 
her ‘‘all rights and privileges, as if she were a femme .sole,’' 
with no restraining words limiting this extraordinary grant 
of powers to the acquisition or control of property. Such 
legislation I cannot approve. 

But apart from these objections, my opinion is fixed, that 
whenever, by the general law, any given relief is provided for 
by the interposition of the courts or otherwise, it is the true 
policy of the government to refuse applications for local, class, 
or special legislation, unless in the particular case there be 
circumstances taking it out of the purview, policy, or equity of 
the general law. 

The bill and accompanying petition failing to put this case 
within the exception, I am constrained to withhold my con¬ 
currence. „

Veto message from the Governor by J. D. Catlin, Jr., Pri¬ 
vate Secretary. 

Executive Department, January 8, 1850. 

To the, Houfie of Representatives: 

The bill to be entitled ^‘an act for tlie relief of John Mil¬ 


ford, Census Taker of Perry county, and other purposes, ' 
proposes by an act of the Legislature to relieve a public offi¬ 
cer from the penalties imposed by a general law for a neglect 
or violation of duty voluntarily assumed. 

The Constitution of this State separates and defines clearly 
the powers and duties of the different departments of the gov¬ 
ernment. Article 2, Section 1, declares, The powers of the 
government of the State of Alabama shall be divided intr> 
tiiree distinct departments ; and each of them confided to a 
separate body of magistracy, to vvit: those which are legisla¬ 
tive, to one; those which are executive, to another; and those 
which arc judicial, to another. ’ ’ Section 2, says, Nopersoii. 
or collection of pers(Uis, being of one of those departments, 
shall exercise any powei- properly belonging to either of the 
others, excejd in instances hereinafter expressly directed or 
permitted.” 

By reference to Article 4, Section 1 1. of the Constitution, 
it will be seen that the power to remit fines and forfeitures is 


conferred upon the Executive de[)artment of the government. 
The exercise of this power, therefore, by the Legislature, in 
the passage of this bill, is clearly unconstitutional. The Su¬ 
preme Court of this State has settled the ([uestion of the un- 
constitutionality of a similar enactment in the case of Haley 
et. al. v.s. Clark, in twenty-sixth Alabama, from which I 
quote. The Court says, ‘‘ The principal <juestion is, whether 
this act is unconstitutional. Bv article 4, 8ection 11, of the 


Constitution of Alabama, the power to remit fines and forfei¬ 
tures is given to the Governor, and by the second article, the 
powers of the government are divided inio throe distinct de¬ 
partments—the legislative, executive and judicial, and no one 
of these departments, or })erson belonging thereto, can exer¬ 
cise any power properly belonging to either of the others, 
unless expressly directed or permitted by the Constitution. 
The power to pardon offences, exce])t in cases ot treason and 
impeachment, and to remit fines and forfeitures, being, as we 
have seen, confided by the fundamental law to the executive 
branch of the government alone, this power is virtually denied 



to any other department, and cannot, therefore, be exercised 
V the Legislature. The only question is, whether the act 
referred to is, directly or indirectly, an attempt to remit a tine ; 
for if it be so, the mode or manner in which it is to be done 
is entirely immaterial. It is the right which the constitution 
denies, without reference to the mode in which it may be ex¬ 
ercised. We regard the act in question as a donation to tli^ 
parties therein named of the amount of a fine whicli had been 
imposed on them in pursuanoe of law, n])oii making proof ti ¬ 
the Treasurer that they had paid it. A ])ard(:m nothing- 
more than relieving one from tlie penalty which the law has 
placed him under, and has the effect of r(‘.storiMg hiii! to his 
condition before conviction. 

It is impossible for any one to read the first sectiiai nf tie? 
act, without seeing that its purpose is identical with a pardon 
The plain intention is, to relieve the parties against a fiin. 
which the law has imposed on them—to place tlieni, by tlie 
repayment of the money, in the same condition they oceiipicd 
before conviction ; and this being the case, it matters not 
whether the act is passed before or after the tine is paid. It 
is the substance of the thing we must look at; and eertaiuly 
it never could have been the intention of the framers of tli-.- 
Constitution to prohibit the Legislature from remitting a fiiitt. 
and yet allow tliat body to aceoniplish tlie same result by 
compelling the fine when pai<i to be refunded. If that coulci 
he done, the prohibition would be nugatory. The G-overnor 
might refuse to pardon, and the Legislature direct the Trcxi- 
surer to pay the party the amount of his fine. We can see 
no real difference between the two cases. If tlie Legislature 
have the right to give away the public money—in i-elatioii tt> 
which we say nothing—they at least haA'e not the constitu¬ 
tional right to give it for tlie purpose of enabling an ofl'eiider 
to relieve himself against a fine ; and if tliat |uirpose aji- 
pears upon the face of the act, courts could not do otlierwis<i 
than declare it invalid. This is the case here : certain par¬ 
ties have been fined ; it is not pretended the fine has been 
remitted by tlie (xovernor ; it is conceded that the Legislature 
has not the authority to remit; but after payiiient, it i.s in¬ 
sisted, that body may legitimately refund the tine. To sus¬ 
tain this position would be to allow one depai-tment oi the 
government to trench upon the powers of anothci-, and to de¬ 
feat the purpose which the Constitution contemplated in con¬ 
fining the pardoning power to one branch of the government, 
by permitting it to he indirectly exercised by another.” 

W^'ere there no constitutional objections to Legislative par- 



4ons and remifjsions of penalties, fines and forteitures, 1 con- 
eeive the policy of such special enactments for the benefit of 
unfaithful public officers calculated to do great injury to the 
public service. A more rigid accountability for the faithful 
<iischarge of their obligations to the public, is much more to 
be desired than a relaxation of hw. already light enmigh in 
its character and enforcement.

Each item of this aca^oiint wais carefully examined and each 
was verified by a proper and satisfactory voucher. The same 
well devised system of checks and balances in the recei])ts and 
disbursements of the Commissioner and his Assistants, adop¬ 
ted by his predecessor, lias been kept up and observed by the 
present Commissioner. 

Your committee next examined the accaunt of' collections 
from the sevcr.il Banks, and find tb.o same properly veri¬ 
fied . 


They next proceeded to examine the circulation account. 
In this account, t-iey find a clerical error of forty dollars, 
which being corrected, will increaso tlio circulation outstand¬ 
ing by that arnoniit; there is also in tlio report as printed, a 
similar typographical error of one hundred dollars. 

Your commiitce then examined the account of bonds re¬ 
deemed and outstanding. Upon counting those on hand, 
they were found to correspond in description and amount with 
the statement in the report. 

The annexed ^tubular statements, show at one view the 
amouiit of bonds yet unredeemed, as well as those that have 
been heretofore redeemed.

Though the amount of this debt redeemed within the term 
of the last two years has been small, compared with the 
amounts redeemed in some of the previous terms, yet it will 
be seen tlie amount retired exceeds that of the two years im¬ 
mediately preceeding by $239,171 17. There falls due abso¬ 
lutely, (without the right to extend,) on the first day of Jan¬ 
uary, 1858, $584,888 90 of sterling bonds. To place beyond 
contingencies the prompt payment of those bonds, your com¬ 
mittee recommend that the Virginia and North Carolina 
Stocks, now in the hands of the Commissioner, ho pledged 
and set apart for this specific purpo ie. 

In relation to the disposition of the Stock held by the State 
in the Bank of Mobile, the committee have heretofore made a 
special report, that the terms of sale to the Bank of Mobile 
had not been literally complied with, but that tliore had been 
a compliance in substance and in good faith without any man¬ 
ner of prejudice to the State. Said report was accompanied 
with a bili in conformity thereto and the same has become a 
law. 

Your committee concin’ in the suggestions t)f‘ tln^ Commis- 
iaoner to remove and consolidate the business of the Branch 
Banks at Decatur and Huntsville, and place the same under 
the control and management of the Assistant Commissioner 
of the Branch Bank, in thi.s city. Also in the policy of re¬ 
taining and continuing the Assistant Commissioners at the 
State Bank and the Branch Banks here and in Mobile, and to 
abolish the office of Commissioner and Trustee. 

The annexed tabular statements on that subject, shows that 
of the class of debts denominated ^^bad,’' ‘•doubtfuT’and‘‘un¬ 
known/’ and wdiich is regarded by the Assistant Coinmis- 
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poners attooftfc worthjess, ihero is yet due to the Banks 
,663,910 7^, Of this yesy large sum the State cani\ot cal¬ 
culate to realize any consumable amount, and, whatever is se¬ 
cured, will require extraoiidiriary vigilance and exertion. To 
Utiniulate and command which, your committee recommend 
an enlarged discretion ih the commissions allowed in the col¬ 
lection of such debts. 

The Commissioner reports, that for the safety of the State, 
as well as himself, h% thougl\t prudent to employ a Clerk “ to 
keep an accottnt of his transactions connected with tlie receipts 
and disbursements of money." This authority was given to 
bm predecessor and $1500 00 allowed therefor. Whether the 
omission of such authority was accidental or designed your 
eomnaittec are of opinion that the reasons for confeiuuing such 
Clerkship justified the responsibility assumed in so doing, 
and they recominend the salary of $500 00, allowed to the 
Clerk so employed, be paid by the State. 

tThe committee find in the hands of the Commissioner a 
number of blank impressions of the notes of the Branch Bank 
at Montgomery, which they recommend shall he destroyed. 
They also recommend that all uncancelled bonds of the State 
redeemed! and in his hands be registered and cancelled. 

On the retirement of the Commissioner and Trustee^ from 
his long connection with, the State Bank and Branches in the 
Various relations of Cashier, Assistant Commissioner and Com¬ 
missioner-in-Chief, your committee deem it hut an act of sheer 
justice that they bear testimony to the fidelity and ahilily with 
which he ha%.discharged his duty in all matters referred to 

th^ra, or which has come under their notice.^ 

To carry out the various recommeudations contained in this 
report, your committee instruct me to report the accompany mg 
bill and recommend its passage. , / -u

for inC'a porating Acadoinic.s, CrJlege.s, and all kinds of insti¬ 
tutions of learninu', as well as ruaniiiacturing and mining 


companies, Ac. 

Tmperi'ectioiis, (h.inblicss, exist in svtnn.' or thes',* general 
laws. Where siieli is imind to be the case tliey .slioiild^be 
amended, and made to cover tiie points ol difficulty retpiiring 
special laws. It may be that general law.s cannot be made 
to lit all cases : but if they cannot, they caii be inade so nearly 
to do so as to require but iittle special legislation, and that 
only as an exception to the general laws in certain pairticulars, 
such as being allowed to hold more property than was allowed 
to be held by corporations under the general laws, or some¬ 
thin^ of that kind. Had the general law in reference to in- 



stitutions of learning been amended, instead of the passage of 
a single spedal act, there would have continued no necessity 
for a repetition of special bi\ls. 

I see no new feature in this hill in regard to the organiza¬ 
tion of a corporate body necessary to carry out all of the ob¬ 
jects of the corporation, but an increase of tlie number of 
Trustees. F do not see the necessity for that increase, though 
there may be no objection to it. Section three of the bill pro¬ 
vides, that ‘‘all property, real and personal, of said College, 
shall he, and the same is hereby made free and exempt from 
taxation : Froidded, the existing faculty sliall vote in any 
election to fill any vacancy in tlie iaciilty.’ 

I am unable to see what connection exists between tlie policy 
of exemption from taxation and tlm exercise of tlie privilege 
of voting by the faculty ; or why me faculty, employed by 
the Trustees, as servants of the college, slioiild be clothed 
with power to supersede their employers in continuation of 
their own hoily, in jirejudice. |)erha]»s. to the interest of the 
institution. 

Section five provides, "■ and he it fui ther enacted, that this 
act may be altered, repealed or modified upon application of 
not less tlian two-thirds of the members of the board of Trus¬ 
tees, or upon application of the faculty." It is not clear to 
my mind what idea was intended to be conveyed by this sec¬ 
tion, or to whom the application is to be made. If to the 
Legislature, it is witliout force, as tliat power is not divested 
hy this enactment. If the power is to be vested any where 
else, it is without authority ; and the power to amend or re¬ 
peal the act, on application of the faculty and in opposition 
to the will of the Trustees, strikes me as a singular provision, 
and one that would invite early amendments, should the col¬ 
lege go into operation. 

As a department of the law-making power by tlie Consti¬ 
tution and by the will of the people of the State, 1 cannot 
become a ]iarty to any cliaracter of special legislation attain¬ 
able by a general law, and without objection as a general 
l&w

It has been decided that Bates & Lucas were entitled to the 
public printing let out according to law. This decision was 
made by the proper officer, and Bates & Lucas, in consequence, 
have made a satisfactory bond and filed it in the proper office. 
They are now in the possession of tlie public printing other 
than the report of the State Geologist, which these joint res^ 
olutions propose to take away from them. They insist on 
their right, under the contract with the State, to the profits 
of the whole State printing. Indeed, they would have a just 
cause of action for damages in being deprived of any part of 
the work they have contracted to do. 

I presume this aspect of the case had not been presented to 
tbe Legislature when the joint resolutions were adopted. 

As I conceive tli<. ir effect would he a violation of the con¬ 
tract the State has entered into with the State printers, they 
cannot receive my approval.

Execotive Department, January 28, 1856,, 

To Uic House of Bepresentatives: 

The bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Alabama 
Manufacturing Company at Selma, is almost in exact conform¬ 
ity with the general law, to he found under the head of pri¬ 
vate corporations, in the Code, chapter 3, section 1473, and 
those which follow, with the exception of the amount of stock 
idlowcd to be held by the Company—which is two hundred 
and fil’ty thousand dollars—being fifty thousand dollars more 
f.han are provided for by the general law. This privilege— 
v/hich may never bo exercised—seems to be the only reason 
ihr the passage of this special act. 

In the various communica ions I ha ve had occasion to maka 
to your honorable bod}^ I have endeavored to show the bad 
policy of doing that by sped d enactment vvliicb could be done 
by an amendment of the gei.eral law on the subject, and 
vhicb would apply equally to all companies of like character 
desiring to bo incorporated. Trie pernicious as well as expen¬ 
sive results of constant re-enactment of laws already on the 
'statute book, cannot but be apparent. 

If it was not proper to amend the general law in rcferenc# 
M> incorporations of this kind, so as to allow them to bold a 
greater amount of stock than was provided for by it, it would 
have been an easy matte to have attained all the objects of 
this bill by siniply saying, in a special enactment, that th» 
company should be made an exception to the general law in 
being allowed to bold fifty thousand dollars more of stock than 
V as provided for by the general law.

To the House of Representatives: 

The bill to incorporate the Newbern Male Academy, in 
Greene county, denies to the citizens within certain prescribed 
limits, the privileges belonging to other citizens in other 
parts of the State, in reference to dealing in spirituous li¬ 
quors. 
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If tlie evil of intemperance has made such inroads upon the 
morals and sentiments of‘the people of Alabama, as to de¬ 
mand the enactment of such laws for the protection of insti¬ 
tutions of learning amongst us, it becomes those clothed with 
the authority of legislation to enquire into the propriety of 
the adoption of such restrictive, sumptuary regulations as 
may be commensurate with the extent of the evil, and to leg¬ 
islate so that every school in the State may enjoy the l)eneiits 
of such protection. 

I take it for granted that such a bill would not have passed 
without a request or wish, on the part of what })urported to 
be a majority of the citizens living’ within the territory over 
which the law is to he operative, for such provisioiif. The 
idea prevailing to some extent in the minds of ardent reform¬ 
ers and modern philanthropists, that a majority of any par¬ 
ticular county, precinct or neighhorhood, has the right, under 
our form of government, to prescribe to any other portion of 
the community regulations of the nature of this bill, is, in 
my judgment, unwarrented. The government of Alabama 
is not, itself, a government of a mere numerical majority, but 
of concurrent majorities—the Legislature representing tlie 
popular will of the people, as expressed in their sub-divisions, 
and the Executive representing the popular will, as ('xpr(?ssed 
by the people of the State at large. Eacli branch of tlie Leg¬ 
islature is designed to be a check on the other, and tlie Execu¬ 
tive department to be a check, when necessary. u]ion the Leg¬ 
islation of both ; thus preventing simple numerical majorities 
from having a ruling power. The idea that a democratic re¬ 
publican government is founded upon the priiicit)le of a bare 
majority of the popular vote, has no sanction in the funda¬ 
mental law of this or any other State, or of the Federal (fov- 
ernment. 

Many now and strange principles and theories of govern¬ 
ment have arisen and for a time interested and excited tlie 
public mind, wholly unknoAvn in tlie purer days of the repub¬ 
lic, and wholly unsupported by terst of experience or sound 
reasoning. 1 conceive the modern theory of legislation on 
the sale and use of alcoholic liquors more calculated to carry 
away tor the time the better judgment of good men who take 
only a superficial view of the question, than any otlier which 
has been presented of late years ; and one which has no pros¬ 
pects of better results than have accrued to other modern theo¬ 
ries now exploded. It belongs to that batch of Northern. 
isms of puritanical fanaticism which require their devotees to 
war with zeal, without charity or discretion, upon all who 
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may disagree with them in their enthusiastic notions of re¬ 
form, equality and fraternity. This partial system of legis¬ 
lation is doubtless intended, by its more zealous advocates, to 
be the forerunner of a general proposition for total abstinence 
hereafter to be made. If legislation, prohibitory of the sale 
or the giving away of intoxicating drinks, be tlio proper 
method of remedying the evils of intemperance, lay the axe 
at the root of the tree and let it be hewn down by a gen¬ 
eral prohibitory law—not lop off its branches only by partial 
measures. The disease is general, if disease there he, and 
needs a radical cure, wliich cannot he effected by temporizing 
or partial remedies. 

8o far as this particular bill is concerned, many persons in 
the vicinity of the village and territory proposed to be effected 
by it, are opposed to its passage ; and the proposition to char¬ 
ter an Academy with a capitol of one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars, is believed to be a mere pretext to adopt the liquor clause 
contained in the hill. I am persuaded that the commendable 
spirif of supporting Academies in our own communities and 
the cause of educatioii are little advanced, by being made to 
carry the proscriptive features of th.e Maine Liquor Law fa¬ 
naticism. [ look upon some of the provisions of this bill as 
the most extraordinary that were ever proposed to be enforced 
among any people calling themselves free. The rule of evi- 
d.ence applicable to trading with slaves, (section 328G of the 
Code,) tliis hill says sliall be applied in the trial of all offen¬ 
ces against this act, and tlie act to be in force from the mo¬ 
ment of its passage, making citizens liable for violations of a 
baw which it i.s morally impossible tliat they could know any 
rhing about. Having luid occasion to advance my o])jcclions 
ro b(>tl> features of this cliartcr on other hills, 1 sliall not en¬ 
large on tlie reasons vdii d’ coni|>el me to vrithhold my appro¬ 
val.

1. liesolvtd, That the Constitution is founded, and the 
Union can exist only, upon the fundamental princi{)le of en¬ 
tire and absolute equality among all t! e States, and it is not 
competent for Congiess to impose restrictions or conditions 
upon new States applying for adniisiion into the Union, which 
the Constitution lias not imposed u])on the original States. 

2. Uesohiid^ That wc lepudiate the doctrine of “ sejuatter 
sovereignty,” and deny tiiat the .'squatters or temporary so¬ 
journers on tlie projiei’ty belonging to the UnittMl States,” 
can designate tlio boundaries of a new Territory or State, pro¬ 
vide for its political organizati n, or determine its political 
institutions. 

T. lienolvcd^ Tliat the inhabitants of Territories, under Ter¬ 
ritorial governments, prior to the ibianation of a State ci>nsti- 
tution, when they become upeopU, cannot rigbtlully exercise 
govcicign p-owei.s, and l ave no ] c;%\ci' to i xcnule slavery as it 
exists in tlic Southern States, nor to impair the rights of the 
citizens of any of the States to the equal use, occu})ation and 
enjoyment of the coinmt n tcrritoiy or [)roperty of the States 
united ; because, Congress tlio creator has no such power, it 
cannot be conferred upon or cxei cised legitimately by its crea¬ 
ture—the Teiritorial Government. 

4. Jicsolvcd, That Congress has no power, cither ex¬ 
press or implied, under the constitution, to yield away or 
“compromise” the sovereign or constitutional rights oi the 
States, or abolish, or prohibit, or intervene against slavery in 
the Territories, but it is the unqualified right of tbe^)eople of 
the slaveholding States to the protection at their property in 
the States, in the Territories, and in the wilderness in which 
territorial governments are as vet un< rganized. 

5. Jiesolv^d, That we hold under the constitution to the 
perfect equality of privileges—civil, religious and political— 
of every citizen of our country without reference to the jilace 
of his birth ; but we think it unwise and improper in Con¬ 
gress to donate the public lands to unnaturalized foreigners, 
or to allow them the right of suffrage in the Territories. 
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6. Uesolvedy That the naturalization laws, m they exists 
Bhoiild be rigidly enforced, to prevent fraud and corruption 
and indecent liasfe in obtaining “ nat'.iralization ])apers,” and 
we deprecate and ai‘e opposed to the introduction into this 
State of jjaupers as such, and criminals other than political, 
from foreign governments or trom our sister States. 

*1. Resolved, That the power to grant the ingress and egress 
of persons to and from its territory belongs to every 8late, as 
one of the substaritative rights of sovereignty ; tliatthis pow¬ 
er has not been ]>arted with by the States of this Union and 
belon|.'8 to them alone as one of their reserved rights ; that 
but one powei is given by the constitution to Congress over 
aliens—that of naturalizing them ; and this does not author¬ 
ize Congress to prohibit the migration of Foreigners to a 
State. It belongs to tlic State alone to determine what |)er- 
snns are dangerous or injurious to the interests of its citizens 
and to apply the proper remedy tree from the control or in¬ 
terference of the General Government. 

8. Resolved, That religious freedom is an inalinablo, God- 
given riglit, beyond the control of government, and its sur¬ 
render unnecessary to the temporal })ower of the State, and no 
3 )arty, faction, orfler or cabal can regulate or interfere with 
that right, and all persecution, or proscription, or deprivation 
ot civil rights, or political power, on account of religion, is a 
violation of natural right, and destructive of religious lib- 
ertv. 

9. Resolved, That the open discussion of public affairs is 
proiiiotive of the intelligence of the people and is the safe¬ 
guard of freedom ; that any secret association, or brother¬ 
hood, or order for political objects is dangerous to free institu¬ 
tions, is destructive of social confidence, and contrary to iho 
frank and manly cbaracter of a true American ; and 

That in the same manner and to the same extent, that a 
secret and insiduous foe is more dangerous than an open and 
manly opponent, we regard the attempt that has boon made 
to create by secret oath-bound associations, a law of public sen¬ 
timent higher than the constitutional guaranties, in behalf of 
the enjoyment, by all citizens, whether native or adopted, of 
the rights of civil liberty and religious toleration, as more 
dangerous and more vigilantly to be resisted than an open 
and direct attempt to render those guaranties nugatory and 
of no effect. 

Mr. Belser moved to amend as follows: 

10. Resolved, That while neither Congress nor the Territo¬ 
ries have the right to prohibit the introduction of slavery in 
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the Territories of the Union, yet, if necessary, it is the bouu- 
den duty of one or the other of them to provide the machine¬ 
ry by law in which the slaveholder can he protected in retain¬ 
ing dominion over his slave property in said Territories. 

11. Eesolved, That the act of Congress proposing the mode 
in which persons of foreign birth shall be naturalized by the 
State Courts, is uniform throughout the Union, and that no 
State nor Territory has the right to make a voter of a person 
of foreign birth, until he is regularly naturalized according 
to the provisions of the same.

The bill to tie entitled an act to incoriiorate tlie village of 
Hamburg, and fur other pur[)Oses ; and the bill to be entitled 
an act to incorporate tlie village oi Perryville, and for other 
pur[)wses, I return to tlie House of Ueinesentatives, where 
they originated, without my approval. 

These hills seem to be a eojiy of each otlier, and tl;o objec¬ 
tions to one will of course ajijily to tin; oilier. They me cer¬ 
tainly strange bills. They provide, by title, for tlie iuc()r[>or- 
ation of the villages named, and for other purposes ; but up¬ 
on examination ot the bills them selves, not a simtence is to 
be touiid going to incorporate eitlior of them. The ‘‘ other 
puriioses" a[)pear to be the whole olject ot each of tlieni, and 
those “ other purposes” arc to prevent the sale of sjtirituous 
liquors within (*ne mile of the centre of the villages named, 
except by a licensed physician, who shall take an oath t hat he 
will fcironly for medicinal [uirposes, or ujion tlie prescri[)tion 
of some other [ihysician not sworn, nor so required to be. 
These bills, however, have certainly one merit: tliey do not 
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cloak their schemes of ‘‘Maine-liquor-law-ism” under any sec¬ 
tarian name or the cause of education—-but only use lor the 
purpose the names of a couple of unpretending villages that 
have no desire to be—or at least are not—incorporated by 
these bills. Nevertheless, I do not see that the prohibitory 
measures in these bills are less objectionable than those that 
have been better panoplied. 

They ])ropo8e to take the retail trade entirely away from the 
common citizen, and give it to the licensed pliysician—to con¬ 
stitute the Ififtter druggist and professor of alcoholic drinks, 
to he dealt out in small quantities, “ exclusively to suit pur¬ 
chasers,” of which the professional skill of the physician 
selling is to enable him to be the judge. If this principle of 
retailing he correct, we .shall he compelled to have a new chair 
inaugui ated in our medical colleges—that of beverages in gen¬ 
eral, and alcoholic, in particular. I apprehend, however, if 
it be true, as is said, tiiat nature is the great doctor and best 
teacher, that we have many sturdy citizens who are as capa¬ 
ble of prescribing in their own cases, wliere liquor is concern¬ 
ed, as any young man fron) the colleges with an M. 1). after 
his name—no matter through what alcoholic teachings he 
may have passed—and who arc as capable of selling the in¬ 
toxicating fluid as thcM. D. himself, in pro])er quantities or 
drach'tm to suit purchasers and tlioir immediate afflictions.

The bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the East Ala¬ 
bama Male Callege, at Auburn, Macon county, does not differ 
materially from other acts incorporating colleges, schools and 
academies, which have been returned with my objections. 
Those objections with me have not been removed, but rather 
strengthened by the great amount of legislation ol this sort. 

The bill differs from the general law ot the Code on incor¬ 
porations of this kind only in regard to the number of trus¬ 
tees and the amount of capital stock. The Code provides for 
nine trustees—this bill for forty-nine. The amount of prop¬ 
erty real and personal allowed to be held by this institution, 
over and above that provided for in the Code, as well as the 
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number of trustees—if it be thought that fortj'-uine, or any 
greater number than nine were necessar}’—could have been 
provided for by one abort section of a general nature. 

As an enemy to so much unnecessary legislation, at so great 
a cost, I return the bill without my approval.

1 return to the House of Representatives, the bill to be en¬ 
titled an act to prevent the sale of spiritu -us liquors within 
three miles of Monroeville, and within two miles of Phila¬ 
delphia Ohilrch, in Monroe county, without my ai)proval. 

The bill presumes upon the necessity of the restrictions im¬ 
posed to p; event the inhabitants of an area of six miles, and 
another of iour mile s, from the pernicious influence of intem¬ 
perance. One of the points proposed to be protected, is the 
immediate vic.nity of a church. 

The law against the disturbances of public worship, is bj3- 
lieved to be sufficient to protect those attending church from, 
disturbance. 

The multitude of bills of this character, if allowed to go 
into operation will chequer the State with proscribed and 
free limits, that present a picture anomoloiis and peculiar. I 
am of the opinion, that great moral reforms are more to be 
accomplished by wholsonie advice and admonitions, and the 
practical teachings of temperance in all things, than by de¬ 
nunciations or legislative enactments. 

It is the duty <,f the pi'eacher, to preach down intempe¬ 
rance, and of the lecturer and reformer, to show the evils 
thereof by force of reason and argument, but it is not the 
duty or province of the legislator to irnpose by coercive mea¬ 
sures, restraints on the social tastes and acts of American free¬ 
men. 

Freemen are easily led when their judgment is convinced, 
but the same spirit that mak?s them freemen, makes them 
lard to drive. 1 believe that all true friends of temperance 
will, ere long, be convinced ot the folly of coercive measures on 
this subject.

The committee to whom was referred the Report of the 
Trustees of the University of Alabama, and that jiart ot the 
Governor’s il/essagc relating to that Institution, beg leave to 

report: 
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That they find nothing in them requiring legislative enact¬ 
ment. Whilst they are happy to observe, from the facts em¬ 
bodied in the Report, the growing ]iro8perity and increasing 
usefulness our State University ; they feel that their duty 
would not have been fully peribrnied, should they suffer the 
opportunity to escape them of presenting one or two general 
Consiileratiiins, to awaken a more lively interest in its favor. 

That the subject of education is beginning to receive more 
attention than heretofore, recent legislation has abundantly 
proved—that the people are not indifferent to the intellectual 
]»rogreSvS of the State, is evident from the almost universal ap¬ 
proval which greeted the passage uf the law establishing com¬ 
mon schools. Your committee desire through this body to 
fitimuhite a laudable zeal in the good people of the State, on 
the subject of education, by presenting in a concise manner 
the claims of our State Univeisity, upon their cordial support 
and patronage. A consideration ot the advantages to be de¬ 
rived from the hcmie education of our youth, ought to induce 
every patriotic citizen to desire to see this institution the nur¬ 
sery of the futnn^ lawgivers and citizens ot tliis commonwealth. 
We who occupy these seats will soon make way (or tlic strip¬ 
lings, who now “ with satchel and shining morning fiice, arc 
creeping unwillingly to school.” The increasing wealth and 
intelligence of the people will insure to the young men ot tViis 
State a liberal education. But our citizens seem to have no 
just sense of the importance of the question. Where shall this 
education he I’oceived : from what fountain shall the intellec¬ 
tual manhood of the State draw its early nourishment? 

The li e of a people bears no unimportant resemblance to the 
life of the individual man. As there is an organic connection 
between the parent and the child, so there is an organic con¬ 
nection between the State and the youth, who are hereafter to 
guide her destinies. Shall they be severed from the associa¬ 
tions and influences of their native soil, to grow up to man¬ 
hood in other States, under the training of those who know us 
not, and whom we do not know? Shall they imbibe opinions 
in politics and ethics, from institutions over which we have no 
oversight and no control? Shall they be for four long years 
6e]>arated fiom the great family fireside where all the sons of 
Alabama have a right to c r gregate, so that when they retiii n, 
they come home stiangers in the land of their birth, strangeis 
to their fellows \\ith whom they were accustomed to mingle in 
the sports of the play-ground ? 

Theie is no one influence which can tend so powerfully to 
compact a nation’s stiength, as the education ot her sons at 
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arena of university competition is tlie miniature 
Or the broad field of real life. Those who meet there only 
part to meet again, and to engage in the sterner and more 
momentoUvS labor of practical service to the country. How 
important that they should have measured arms before—how 
important that they should have formed those abiding friend¬ 
ships and contracted those genero:i8 sympatliies, which will 
assuredly ripen into an ingenious and noble alliance for the 
promotion ot the public good. IFe know not what contingen¬ 
cies may soon arise, that will call for the resources of intellec¬ 
tual strength in our young State. In the peaceful councils of 
the nation, Alabama ought to be represented by Alabamians. 
If ever the trumpet should call her sons to battle, they should 
be found at home, ready to buckle on their armor iu defence of 
her honor and her rights If ever the blood of her sons must 
be spilt, let it fie drawn from the veins of those who have nev¬ 
er been weaned troin her own maternal bosom.. 


A wise foresight of possible contingencies, and a high re¬ 
gard for our future reiKAvri, ought to impress iii)on our minds 
the importance of the doctrine that yilahatuiam Hliould be edu¬ 
cated in Alabama. If we would leipslate not only for our ¬ 
selves, but for posterity ; if vve wouhl have future generations 
“rise up and call us blessed if we wn)uld lay the iotirulations 
of a commonwealth, great, not onl}^ in conimerce, arts and 
arras, but great in the possession of men—high-minded nien, 
who know their rights, and who knowing, dare maintiyin 
them;'’ then let ns encourage the people in the home education 
of their sons, and let us foster our own institutions. 

The time has long gone by, when a petty jealousy of intel-- 
lectual superiority, or a reckless disregard oi the most sacied 
interests, can avail to sliake theprofound convictionsentertam- 
ed by our people of the necessity of a higher (‘ducation tinin 
that furnislied in the common schools and academies, it ui 
the province of a wise system of legislation to direct the rnmds 
of the people towards those fountains of loarmng that well up 

in the midst of tliem. ... • •

zation ? 

England boasts of her Oxford, founded by 

“The pious Alfred, King to justice d-*ap, 

Lora oi th • harp an-i .iterating si'ear.” 

Massachusatts points us to her Harvard, now venerable in 
age, hut vigorous in the life of her peo[)le, and jjroudly erect 
among her sons, who stand as pillars round a palace. Vir¬ 
ginia gathers her sons beneath the ample dome of her stately 
University, to offer an annual libation to the honor of her Jef¬ 
ferson. 

And shall Alabama send her children front her bosom only 
to kwell the ranks of those who are taught to believe that no¬ 
thing of intellectual glory, and nothing of the renown of let¬ 
ters can germinate at home? Is it true, then, that no good 
thing can come out of Nazareth ? Let us see. 

The facts and figures connected with our University will 
prove that it has had only one deficiency. All that it wants 
18 a large number of students. Not like those institutions 
which have been founded by private munificence, and which, 
on account of scanty means have slowly attained their maturi¬ 
ty of capacity to educate, the University of Alabama came into 
the great circle of literary institutions like Minerva, fully 
equipped for generous competition in the world of letters. 

No one has ever denied that all the facilities of education are 
there to he found. For more than twenty yi ars it has been 
quietly performing its work ; annually sending fotth a body of 
graduates that will compare w'ith those of any sister institu¬ 
tion—young men of education and genius, that are now to he 
found achieving their own fame in all the nobler walks of pro¬ 
fessional and private life. What more would you have ?— 
There she stands, ready to do her approjjriate work, if the 
people will only give her the work to do.

The House i)roceede<.{ to the consideration of the veto mes¬ 
sage of tlie Governor, on the bill to incorporate the Planters’ 
Factory, at Autaugaville. 

The message was read, and is as follows, viz : 

Executive Depart.ment, February T. ISof. 

'To the Hou^e of Representatives : 

The bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Planters’ 
Factory, at Autaugaville, contains, to my mind, some extra¬ 
ordinary privileges and provisions—such as, under no circum¬ 
stances, could receive my sanction. The provision authori¬ 
zing the increase of stock to half a million of dollars, is it- 
selt—^if intended for any thing else than to place it out of the 
general law—and even then, objectionable. 



The third section of the bill is in these words : — 

That it shall not he lawful for any person or copartner¬ 
ship, to retail or vend ardent or intoxicating liquors within 
two miles of the fictories of said corporation ; and any per¬ 
son or persons, so offending, shall forfeit and pay the sura of 
one thousand dolla.s for every such offence, recovcrahle be¬ 
fore any Court liaving competent jurisdiction thereof, one- 
half to the prosecutor and the utlier half to Ih^ ]>aid into the 
county Treasury.'’ 

Some over zealous entluisiasts, may be of the opinion, that 
young women and young men cannot safely educated in a 
village where spirituous or vinous licjuors can be obtained, or 
that a majority of any siicfi locfility, have a right to prescribe 
the vocation of others and to regulate tlicir appetites and 
views of propriety ; but 1 had not siipjiosed, that a company, 
asking special favors for itseli", would, at this day, and in this 
8tate, propose, merely by its will, to interdict and proscribe 
the business of others. It may be that the ‘‘lords of the 
loom,'' in the liireling States, may be so shackle and bind down 
the thoughts and acts of their wliite slaves ; but the freemen 
of Alabama, tliougli they may be reduced to work in ficto- 
ries, are not yet reduced to that sort of vassalage. 

If it be so, that the sale of liquor i.s to be inhibited within 
two miles of churches, academies and factories, becaii.se of the 
extreme drunkenness of our ])Cople, we must indeed have fal¬ 
len from our high estate and capacity tor self-government, and 
he a benighted and God-lorsaken set. 

Should this hill become a law, no future action or express¬ 
ion of the wish of (dl the inhabitants of the prescribed area, 
could repeal it, without the consent of the incorporation. So 
far as any evidence accompanies the bill, not one of the citi¬ 
zens of the prescribed circle, has asked for the pas.sage of such 
an act, stripping the citizens of the privileges of freemen ;

Elmore, and others, proposes to extend debts due by the said 
Elmore and others to the Bank of the State of Alabama, at 
Montgomery. In my communications to the Legislative de¬ 
partment, I have urged upon its consideration the propriety 
of an early closing up of all the affairs of the old State Bank 
and Branches. If the Legislature would cause an expose to 
be made of the good debts due to these Banks, and which 
have been permitted to lie over from time to time, whilst 
others have been forced into prompt settlements, I am of the 
opinion that the public would be greatly benefitted thereby ; 
and at the same time, the impediments to a final settlement 
of the affairs of these Banks be made manifest. 

I have no means of knowing who have been alloTred to owe 
heavy debts, nor have the people ; and consequently suggest 
the propriety of a publication of the liabilities on the part of 
Bank debtors. The people of the State have a right to know 
who they are, who have been favored, and the places they oc¬ 
cupy in the country. 

I have no doubt that the parties for whose benefit this act 
is intended, are as much entitled to an extension of their 
debts as any that could be presented ; but with my views of 
public duty, I cannot give the proposition my approval.

I have thought, and still think, that the most appropriate 
mode of legislation, especially on a subject in which there is 
no conflict of opinion, like that of education, would be to 
make a general law that would place every community, de¬ 
sirous of establishing institutions of learning, upon the most 
favorable foothig, and be C(pial alike to all. The numerous 
applications for incorporation of colleges and academies have 
denionsrtated to iny mind the correctness of the views 1 enter¬ 
tain . 

The eighth section of the bill under consideration, prohibi¬ 
ting the .sale of spirituous liquors or w'ines within three miles 
of the college, is an exercise of authority not demanded by 
the purposes or necessities of conducting a Female College. 
It may he possible or pjobahle. that where liquor is sold near 
a college for the education of boys or young men, that they 
would sometime.s become [)m’chasers ; but_ for the protection 
of female schools, certainly im such ]U-ohibltory enactments 
are demanded, in any neig'hbu’liood in Alabama. 

If it be proper to adopt an tUiti-liijnoj' j)olicy, let it be done, 
but do not attempt an introduclioii ot the policy under the 
jirotection of education, or assume- that .such legislation is ne- 
cc.s.sary lor the .succe.ss <,d our schools and collegc-s. Those 
who endow a college under the j)rovisions ot this bill, assume 
the ]U-erogative of interfering witli the biisine.ss, interest and. 



liberty of other citizens Hying within the prescribed circle of 
three miles of any point where the company may choose to 
locate its buildings. 

It is disagreeable and laborious to be under the necessity of 
returning such a number of bills to the two Houses of the 
Legislative department. The supposition, that Ihadade- 
.sire to return or veto bills, is wholly gratuitous. The frcJe 
use of the power of the veto, was fully discussed before the 
people of the State. I stood pledged to them not to approve 
such bills. My course licretolore on that question was dis¬ 
cussed at length, and approved and endorsed by the people. 

The constitution mahes it my duty to return bills not hav¬ 
ing my approval. 1 am not gifted with that pliancy or readi¬ 
ness of conviction wliich would make me approve of that to¬ 
day, wliich I liad not approved of yesterday ; and, although 
I may not have been able to present any reason of sufficient 
force to induce a change of tlio action of tlio legislative de¬ 
partment, that fact, of itself, is not sufficient to make mo 
doubt the correctness of my positions, or to induce me to ahaii- 
doii any constitutional objection or views of public policy that 
I may entertain. Neither hoping or expecting my views to 
effect «, change of legislation of this character, I discharge 
my duty in conformity with my pledges to the pleple and fi¬ 
delity to my constitutional oath—not considering anything as 
the dust in the scale beyond either. Whatever may ]>e the 
fruits of such legislation T have no part in it.

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Executive Department, Feb. 8, 1856. 

To the House of Representatives: 

Ill my biennial message to tbe Legislature, I presented to 
the consideration of the two Houses of the General Assembly 
some suggestions in regard to the approacliing dangers of an 
inflated paper currency, and from the great increase of the 
manufacture of paper money in most of the States of the Uni¬ 
on, the probability of a monetary crisis, and bankruptcy in all 
the departments of trade and commerce. 

The past history of the bursting of bank bubbles, which has 
almost periodically taken place,'seems to have no restraining 
influence on the active spirit of speculation and desire for the 
acquisition of sudden wealtli. Like a baneful epidemic, the 
Bank mania, which every now and then seizes upon a peoplo^ 
will run its course. The serious consequences sure, and pre¬ 
dicted by common sense and prudence, are hooted at by bank¬ 
rupt financiers, who are like the gambler, only desirous of an¬ 
other chance to make a fortune at the Bank when one has al¬ 
ready been lost. Having nothing to lose, they are not likely 
to be great sufferers by any pecuniary disaster that may befal 
the country. 

The dangers of an inflated currency to an agricultural peo¬ 
ple were, in the recollection of some now living, so clearly de¬ 
monstrated, that there was at one time a political party of some 
respectability, which held, as one of its main tenets, a decided 
opposition to such a system ; and it Avas indeed generally ad¬ 
mitted, that Banks were only needed for the great commercial 
points. The arguments and the reasons of the party still ex¬ 
ist ; but all the teachings and experience of the past have lit¬ 
tle weight, and those who once so clamored against the sys¬ 
tem are now its most earnest advocates. With the great sta¬ 
ples^ of our country bringing the most precious metals of all the 
nations of the earth into our laps, and with an annual product 
of sixty millions of dollars of gold in our country, the work of 
making Banks increases only the more. 

With no hope of staying the flood-tide of the Banking ma¬ 
nia, those who see the coming consequences can only raise the 
voice of deprecation and warning, without in the least expect¬ 
ing to stay the progress of the spirit which rules the hour.— 
Believing it time to pause in the career of Bank-making, I re¬ 
turn the bill to incorporate the Commercial Bank, without my

Message from the Senate, by Mr. Taul.

Message from the Governor, by J. 1). Catlin, Jr., Private 
Secretary. 

Mr. Speaker: 

His Fixcellency, the Governor, has approved the following- 
hills, -which originated in the House:

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the veto 
message of the Governor, on the ‘‘ hill to be entitled an act 
to incorporate the Alabama Copper Mining Company.' ’ 

Said message was read, and is as follows : 

Executive Department, February 11, 1856. 

To the House of Mepresentatives: 

The “ bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Alabama 
Copper Mining Compony,” proposes not only to incorporate 
it as such, but also as a private Railroad Company ; and is 
objectionable in both aspects. In the first, it is made an un¬ 
limited corporation, and allowed to hold as much land as is 
deemed proper for the use of the Company. In the second, it 
is permitted to confiscate the lands of the citizen to the use of 
the Company for the construction of private Railroads. The 
value of the lands so confiscated, is to be ascertained, at no 
little cost, by summoning jurors for that purpose. This cost 
will of course, I presume, come out of the owners of the lands, 
as no provisions arc made to the contrary ; and, probably, in 
many cases, leave them little or nothing for the assessed value 
of their lands, beyond the costs accruing in the condemna¬ 
tion. 

Where the Legislature gets its authority from to make such 
provisions, I am at a loss to know. Though we have a gen¬ 
eral law in the Code autliorizing the confiscation of private 
property for the use of Railroad Companies, I doubt much its 
constitutionality. The Constitution provides for the taking 
of private property only for public use and upon just compen¬ 
sation therefor ; and it is but a fair deduction, tliat tlie tak¬ 
ing of it for pri\’ate use, or the use of ])rivate corporations, 
upon any terms, was designed to be prohibited by that instru¬ 
ment. It certainly Avas never dreamed of by the framers of 
it, to give to such companies as this, at least, the right to 
trespass upon and appropriate to their own use such private 
property as might be deemed necessary to the advancement of 
their own private ends. If this principle can be urged as 
just in this case, it can be in any other. If it be put upon 
the ground that it is a benefit to the State, any other Com¬ 
pany can use the same plea. A Company may be incorpora¬ 
ted for tlie }«ur pose of mamifacturing cotton goods with the 
privilege of confiscating any lands for the location of its 
buildings, because, forsooth, the factory will be of benefit to 
the State. The same principle Avoiild enable a chartered com- 
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pany of ironmongers to confiscate the site of the Exchange 
Hotel, at Montgomery, into the use of the company for an 
iron foundry ; or an incorporated company of butchers, to 
convert the premises into a butcher-shop. The principle ren¬ 
ders men insecure in their property, and enables corporations 
to drive them out of house and home and compel them to 
seem habitation elsewhere. I cannot give my sanction to the 
bill.

county of Autauga, I conceive the bill to be in direct conflict 
with tlie fifth section of the third article of the Constitution 
of the State, which fixes the qualification of electors in those 
words : 

“ Every white male 2 )erson of the age of twenty-one years, 
or upwards, who shall be a citizen of tlie United States, and 
shall have resided in this State one year next iiroceeding an 
election, and the last three months within the county, city or 
town in which he offers to vote, shall ho deemed a (puilified 
(‘lector.” 

Tiie Legislature and the Executive, sejiarately or conjoint¬ 
ly, have no power to confer the right u^ion any number of 
citizens of Autauga to interfere in any way rvith the elections 
in the county of Lowndes, nor could they make any such en¬ 
actments to jirevent the jiersons named in the bill from exor¬ 
cising their constitutional right of voting in the county of 
Autauga whenever they saw proper to do so. Another great 
objection is, that it makes the jiersons named in this bill com- 
jietent to hold the office of County Commissioner, and to tax 
the people as they saw fit, whilst they would themselves bo 
free and exempt from the taxation imposed, they jiaying in 
another county. Persons thus situated having nothing to 
fear from onerous taxation laws can afford to be very liberal 
with the property of others. I cannot give my ajijiroval to 
the bill.

The Select committee, to which was.referred the report of 
the Superintendent of Education of the disbursements from 
the contingent fund of his office, have had the same under 
consideration, and instructs me to make the following report; 

The committee has examined the financial operations of the 
Superintendent’s office, and all the vouchers thereof. The 
last Comptroller’s report shows that up to September 30th, 
1835, there had been received as interest on 16th Section 
notes, from escheats and foreign agencies, the sum of $8,133 
25, which was placed to the credit of the educational fund. 
The books of the Superintendent show the same result. The 
receipts fVom these sources for this fund, since the above men¬ 
tioned date, cannot be compared in these offices, because the 
account has not been posted on the Comptroller’s books. 

Up to September 30th, 1855, the Comptroller’s report shows 
that there had been disbursed 1‘rom the educational fund, the 
sum of $146,824 65. His books show disbursements since 
that time and up to February 2, 1856, amounting to $91,185 
82. The Superintendent’s books agree to a cent, with this 
account, and for each item of disbursement there is a satisfac¬ 
tory voucher on file in his office. 

Of the contingent fund, amounting to $6,000 for the two 
years, there has been expended up to February 2, 1856, the 
sum of $3,262 51, and satisfactory vouchers were exhibited 
to the committee for all the items of this expense.

Executive Department, February 14, 1856. 


To the House of Representatives : 

I return, without my approval, the bill to be entitled an 
act for the further security and protection of the m 

Railroad loans. The first section of the act provides, that 
charters of the different Railroad Companies, which sliall have 
revived loans from the State, shall be forfe.tod default of 
payment of the same. This, I consider in violabon of the 
19th section of the first article of the constitution of this 
State which is in these words; “ No ex /ncto law in- 
pairing the obligation of contracts shall be made. flic char- 
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ters of Eailroad Companies are believed to be vested rights, 
which the Legislature cannot repeal, impair or alter against 
their consent, or without the default of these companies, ju¬ 
dicially ascertained. If the acts incorporating the different 
Railroad Companies had contained this clause of forfeiture, 
then their charters might have been dissolved by a failure to 
pay back those loans ; or if the acts creating the loans had 
contained provisions of this kind, the acceptance of the loans 
would have made them liable to forfeiture of their charters on 
failure to jjay back the money ; because 'then there would be 
a valuable consideration for the stringency or forfeiture im¬ 
posed ; but no sucli cause of forfeiture being contained in their 
charters or the acts making the loans, the proposition is idle 
and cannot be made to constitute a provision in their charters. 
If tlie Companies refuse to assent to the terms of tins bill, 
they are entitled to the money under the loan bills. If they 
give their assent, it being without consideration, it would be 
of no force or effect. 

The act allows the General Assembly to decide these char¬ 
ters forfeited without judicial proceeding for that purpose. 
The Legislature has no power to keep any parties out of the 
courts. The first section of the second article of the consti¬ 
tution says : ‘‘The power of the government of the State of 
Alabama shall be divided into three distinct departments; 
and each of them confided to a separate body of magistracy, 
to-wut: those Avhich are legislative, to one ; those which arc 
executive, to another ; and those which are judicial, to anoth¬ 
er.’’ The question of taking any vested rights, and enforcing 
forfeiture of charters against a corporation involves a judicial 
enquiry which it is incompetent for the Legislature to deter¬ 
mine. A cause of forfeiture against a corporation cannot be 
enforced in any other mode than by a direct proceeding for 
that purpose against the corporation, so that it may have an 
opportunity to answer. The Supreme Court of this State has 
settled the question of legislative exercise of executive and 
judicial powders, in the case which I have already had occasion 
to refer to in messages to the Legislature. 

This bill, in my judgment, would prove a delusion when 
tested, and be of no benefit to the State.
